AFFIDAVIT 

The ’undersigned, loan Petru Culianu, hereby testifies under oath to 
the following: 

I, loan Petru CULIANU, residing at 1700 East 56th Street, Apartment 
906, chioago, Illinois was born in Iasi, Romania’on January 5, 1950. I 
defected from Romania on July 4, 1972, never again to return there. 
Presently, I am a cir.ia^n of the Netherlands by way of naturalization. In 
the two years between 1970 and the time of my defection in 3972, I was a 
member of the -Romanian Communist Party. My circumstances at the time 
forced me to become a member, although I have never embraced any communist 
ideology. 

I come from a family of intellectuals with democratic convictions. My 
mother's father, Petru Bogdan (1870-1944) was one of the most famous 
Romania.'^ physicists and the Rector of the University of Iasi for 12 
years, .-va was a defender of the Jews against the fascist organization of 
the Iron Guard and would not tolerate persecution of Jews at his 
university. He was known for his balanced, democratic position in a 
greatly explosive time in Romanian hist or*.. My aunt Ana Bogdan lost her 
job after World War ll for her militant pro-American convictions. Several 
members of my extended family were large landowners in Romania, who lost 
their lano to the Coranunlsts. 

In the autumn of 1969, I was a student of the Faculty of Romance, 
Classical and oriental languages of the University of Bucharest, Romania, 
where I ,/as studying Italian and Romanian language and liteiature. I was 













the best student of the section# and later graduated in 1972 with the- 
average grade of 9.87/10. I had never taken part in any political 
activity. One day# a secretary of the Faculty# (now 

_*td living in_ told me that a. representative of 

the Securitate# the Romanian equivalent of the KGB# wanted to speak with 
me. Until the most recent events in Romania# the secret police wore a 
very powerful and terrorizing body. Everyone feared the secret police. 
This security agent told me to meet him in an empty classroom. He 


introduced himself as Captain Ureche (a word in the Romanian language • 
meaning "ear”# which I assumed was some sort of alias) of the Council of 
State Security. This first encounter was brief# about twenty minutes 
long# yet scary. He gave me an appointment for a few days later in a 
private apartment in the center of Bucharest# close to Lipscani Street. 
We took many detours to get to the location# walking through many alley 
ways. He wanted to impress me with these detours# so that I would think 
our clandestine meetings were especially grave. There he asked me 


questions for about forty minutes# about my publications and my friends • 
both Romanians and foreigners. I gave extremely vague answers. He was 
not satisfied with my answers. He tried to encourage me to be more open 
with him# suggesting that if I cooperated#'any of my professional goals 
could be attained easily as a direct result. 

A few days later# a good friend of mine# (now 

residing in , the best student of the Spanish section of 


the same faculty was also interrogated by the same Captain Ureche. The 
secret police solicited our cooperation# as we were the highest ranking 
students in our respective departments. At that time# the secret police 
were known to recruit the top Romanians in all fields# so that they coiild 
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control the people from top down. Although the Captain had warned us each 
not to talk to anyone about these encounters, we told each other 
everything in detail. It appeared that after my meeting in the apartment, 
both of us had been given different telephone numbers and had been asked 
by the captain to call him as soon as we were in possession of information 
that could interest him about friends, colleagues and professors. He 

t 

explained to each of us that he was interested, for instance, in hearing 
about people who expressed the intention of leaving the country or who 
criticized the government. Not wishing to contradict or provoke him, 
within a few months I called him once, ir. order to tell him that... I had 
nothing to tell. 

In the meantime, since neither my friend nor I wished to comply in any 
way with his request, we decided to find a way to be left in.peace by the 
Secret Police. A friend of his (who had, if I recall well, a political 
function) told him that the only way to escape further interrogations was 
to become a member of the Communist Party. Indeed, a recent law that had 
been publicized by the newspapers stated that a member of the Communist 
Party could not be interrogated by the Secret Police without authorization 
from his or her party Secretary. By then, all this news seemed very 
persuasive. On the other hand, most if not- all of our colleagues with the 
same ^’bourgeois" intellectual background had already become members of the 
Communist Party (yet, most held democratic convictions like myself). To 
become a party member was a very easy and short process. Both of us wore 
accepted as members during the same meeting. I believe that the time was 
the end of January 1970. Obviously, I felt now confident that the time 
for me dealing with Captain Ureche was over. 

Unfortunately, this confidence was premature. During the spring of 



1970, he appeared again and called me for a third meeting, I told him 
immediately that I was now a member of the Party and that he needed the 
approval of the Party to interrogate me. He became very angry and said 
, that it was a trifle for him to obtain the authorization of the Party. He 
asked me to wait for him a few days later, jja the evening ^ inside of the 
administration building of the university. He arrived there at the given 
time and tried to impress me by showing that he had keys to the offices*in 
the administrative building. He unlocked, the door of the administrative 
personnel office where the personal files of faculty and staff were kept-. 
It was generally known that functioning employees of that personnel office 
were controlled by the secret police, because that office essentially 
determined what the job assignments of graduating students would be. 
Alternating threats and promises, he asked me again to report to him any 
information about anything in my environment that I felt he should know. 

He was interested in virtually everything,, ranging from theft to political 
treason. This time, however, although scared, I declined politely but 
firmly. I explained to him that I believed in his "good intentions", but 
that the focus of my activity was my scholarly work. "You have your 
important job," I told him, "and I have mine. Perhaps mine is objectively 
less important, but to me it is subjectively just as important as yours." 
This meeting took thirty to forty minutes. Again he was not satisfied 
with anything I had told him. In his eyes, the result must have been 
inconclusive, for he urged me to call him up again. But I had decided to 
make.an end to this menacing ."conspiratorial" relationship with Captain 
Ureche. I was distressed. Since-joining the Party had not been enough to 
rid myself of this parasitic situation, the only thing I had left to do 
was talk to one of my professors. My professor.

was at that time a very powerful person, because he was 


in the ministry of Education, 
of international renown, knew me very well as a 


student in many of his classes and had offered me a job as librarian in 
the Oriental Association,_' After speaking with 


me, he immediately promised to help. As a result thereof,-,I was called by

the Secret Police would from then onward stop bothering me. He also added 
that I had made a big mistake. I later learned that_ 


probably had the grade of colonel with the Secret Police.

bothering me, but new troubles followed in his place. Beginning in the 
Autumn of 1970, the magazines which had been printing my short stories and 
reviews since 1967 started rejecting them all of a sudden. In 1971, a 
volume of short stories of mine was set to be printed by the publishing 
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house known as «Eminescu'’ in Bucharest, but the publication was suspended 
in June of that year. Ironically, the volume had already been advertised 
in the 1970 catalogue. Furthermore, for two months I anxiously visited 
the window of the Ministry of Education almost every day to see if my 
passport was available, only to be continuously disappointed. I had been 
awarded a scholarship by the Italian Ministry for Foreign Affairs, which 
entitled me to take siimmer courses in Siena from July 1 to August 31. The 
Italian government awarded the scholarship to the highest ranking student 
in Italian at my university. I was very excited about the award, but I 


needed a Romanian passport in order to leave the country. My 
disappointment was enormous, when still without a passport, I knew that 
the program had already begun without me. Only by mid-August was I told 
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that ay trip had been cancelled. The secret police had punished me for 
not cooperating with them. 

In 1972, I graduated with very high grades. When students in Romanian 
universities graduate, the personnel office distributes jobs to them. 

* t 

Technically, no one Iqiowswhat position he or she will get, but most 
students lobby for positions that they want, with^the help of influential 
professors. So in reality, most high ranking students know ahead of time 
what their job assignments will be. Supported by I hoped 

that a doctoral assistantship would be created for me in the Department of 
Italian, which would have given me the opportunity to continue my 
clandestine study of the History of Religions, which I had already begun 
years earlier. Such an academic discipline was not taught in any Romanian 
university and was not ideologically acceptable to the Ceaucescu regime, 
so any attempt to learn the subject had to be secret. Ironically, I 
subsequently received a doctorate degree in History of Religions at the 
Catholic University in Milan, Italy in 1975; doctorate degree in History 
and Philosophy of Religion at the University of Paris in 1980; and a 
Docteur d'Etat es Lettres et Sciences Humaines, the highest international 
doctoral degree recognized today, in 1987. it seems odd that I would 
ultimately base my academic career on a discipline which was forbidden for 
me to study in my homeland. had assured me that 1 would have 

that post. I had no reason to doubt it. At the time when the posts were 
officially distributed among graduates, however, unfortunately 

was attending an international conference abroad. As a result, no 
doctoral assistantship was on the list for me. Instead', I was given a 
post in the Moldavian village of Breaza, district of Suceava, to teach 
Romanian language in an elementary school. The news came as a great shock 
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to me. The post was one which was clearly not fit for the top student in 
the Italian department. 

That very day, however, X had obtained something much more precious *• 

a passport in order to attend the sximmer courses offered by an university 

in Perugia, Italy as winner of the same Italian scholarship that had been 
< * ■ 

awarded to me the previous year. Apparently, a professor a,nd Arabic 
scholar, whom I had befriended, had given me a good reference 

to the secret police. He assured them that if I accepted the scholarship 
to Italy, I would return to Romania without hesitation. With that 
passport, I left Romania on July 4, 1972 and have never returned since 

then. 

I was a member of the Romanian Communist Party for two and a half 
years. If I recall well, we had Party meetings every month, and I 
attended most of them. Yet, during most of those meetings, I would study 
the Sanskrit language out of a very large Sanskrit-English dictionary and 
would barely pay any attention to the meeting. Everyone knew this fact, 
and even row when I meet in the Free World some of those who were my 
colleagues during that time and who have since left Romania, they still 
remember my behavior at those meetings. Only once did I speak in a Party 
meeting, and that was to come up in defense of a student who had not 
declared that her parents had been rich landowners before Word War II and 
was therefore going to lose her membership in the Party. I supported her 
in order to spare her serious harm. As everyone else, I knew that being 
expelled from the Communist Party was a very bad thing, since no career of 
any kind is possible to an expelled member.' Besides attending meetings, I 
never had any function of any kind in the Party organization. I was 
merely a physical addition to the Communist Party, and made no substantial 







contribution to it in any way. 

When I defected in 1972, Italy granted me political asylum. I later 
learned from two eye-witnesses that in 1973, I was formally expelled from 
the communist Party in absentia. Since the date of my escape from 
Romania, I have been constantly engaged in activities meant to expose the . 
crimes and the failure of the Communist dictatorship in Romania and to 
denounce the falsehood of Communism in general. I hope the reader will 
not take it as a sign of immodesty if I will observe that my 
Anti-communist activity in itself has been so eloquent and consistent 
during the whole period since 1972, that I do not need a patent of 
anti-communism from anyone. Instead, I could be asked by many Romanians, 
in the United States or elsewhere, to give them such a patent. In 
Romania, I had been politically persecuted and indirectly forced to join 
the communist Party. Based on the evidence I was able to produce, I was 
granted political asylum in Italy in 1972. I was recognized again as a 
■ political refugee in The Netherlands in 1981. Dutch law concerning 
political asylum is based upon the same principles as are applied in the 


United States. 


I have also very close ties with two outspoken former dissidents of. 


Romania. 


became a dissident after visiting me in exile in the 


Netherlands and experiencing democracy for himself. Soon thereafter, he 
became Romania's most coherent and dignified d issident, writin g several 
articles and spending time i n Romanian prison.| j ia now, under 

the new Romanian government,_ Inc luded as 

one of my best friends is another important Romanian dissident,|_ 

who lost his job, was expelled from the Party, and was eventually 
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placed under house arrest beca use of his political views . Under the new 

Romanian government, he is now|_ 

Generally, my anti-communist activities have been numerous from 1974 

to date. Since 1973, I gave interviews and wrote broadcasts in. Romanian 
language for such radio programs as "Free Europe", "The Voice of America”, 
and the BBC - all programs which are known for their antircommunist 
positions. I published essays and book reviews in all major journals of 
the Romanian anti-communist exile community, such as (directed by 

Virgil lerunca), Ethos (directed by Virgil lerunca), Revifttpa ggriimaO T 
Romani (directed by C. Sporea), Contr^punct (directed by Ion Ratiu), and 
Agora (directed by Dorin Tudoran), I had a permanent section in the 
journal contraounct from 1985 until the cessation of the journal in 1986. 
Between 1982 and 1986, I was the Vice President of the Section Religion of 
the Roumanian Cultural Center in Paris - an anti-communist organization 
founded in 1949. I am presently an editor of the journal directed 

by a famous Romanian-dissident, Dorin Tudoran, and sponsored by the 
American Foreign Policy Research Committee, 3615 Chestnut Street, 
Philadelphia, PA 19104. I belong to the Executive Committee of the 
American Romanian Academy located in Davis, California, which is known for 
its anti-communist activity. In general, my criticism of communism 
always has been made a democratic ppsitiep, one which I never have 

abandoned. 

More specifically, I must mention my anti-communist writings and 
broadcasts published and/or transmitted from 1973 to date. One of my 
first writings was the short essay entitled "Exile”,.written in 1974, when 
I was 24, and printed in August of 1975 in l iiwit s #19- My argument was 
that the Romanian exile should be conscious that there is no return to' 
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one's homeland unless that homeland is radically changed. For this early 
essay, I became, in 1984 and 1985, one of the permanent targets of 
communist criticism found in nearly 30 articles published in the Romanian 
magazine Luceafarul of Bucharest, written by an essayist who signed under 
the pen name of Artur Silvestri. I do not recall any such article in 
which, if I was not criticized at length, I was not at least mentioned as 
being one of the eight major Romanian defectors, together with famous 
exiled personalities such as Paul Goma, Virgil lerunca, Monica Lovinescu, 
and others. I never replied to these injurious articles and did not 
collect them, but others did. I never envisaged political activity as the 
most important part of what I am doing, and therefore I could not afford 
to spend more time on it than what was left between scholarly books and 
articles (14 books - a few forthcoming - and well over 200 articles from 

1973 to date). 

In 1975,' I wrote an article about the writer Vasile Voiculescu (Eihaa 
2, p.258-68), a victim of the Romanian Communist regime, and about his 
subtly subversive narrative, published after his death by the communist 
regime. This article amplified a review previously published by me in 

1973 in the anti-communist magazine, RCTflni 

(Munich). All reviews published by me in Romanian exile journals such as 
Llmite . Ethos , etc., from 1974 to date contain anti-communist undertones. 

In 1978, I gave the Italian reporter Giampaolo Romdnato an interview 
for the newspaper, il Popolo (July 27), in which I condemned communist 

totalitarianism in general. 

In 1982, I wrote a review of the book Sbvyt ( Vnd^ .. iu 

Romanian) by the famous anti-communist reporter Monica Lovinescu, who 
worked 40 years for the "Radio Free Europe" program based in Munich arid 





Paris. This review showed particularly well my clear-cut position 
concerning Romanian communism, which I accused of having destroyed all 
spiritual values of Romania and having introduced arbitrary values 
dictated by censors and mendacious politicians. 

On November 6, ld84, I lectured upon invitation of the Faculty of 
Theology of the University of Gronigen (The Netherlands) on .the relation 
between church and state in Romania. I condemned the suppression by the 
communist regime of the United Church in 1948-49 and the serious 
restriction of religious freedom in Romania. < 

In January.of 1985, the journal Limite published another long review 
of mine of a book by the Romanian philosopher Gabriel Liiceanu, in which I 
repeated my accusations concerning the cultural policy of 'the Romanian 
communist government in even more articulate tezrms. 

On February 12, 1985, I was invited by the Theological,faculty of the 
University of Gronigen to lecture on the consequences of the Yalta 
Convention of 1945 for Romania. I explained to the audience how the 
Soviet Army instaurated communism in a country of 18 million people, which 
prior to World War II contained only 800 communists. I retraced 
step-by-step the horrors of the communist takeover between 1944 and 1949. 

In 1985 and 1986, I published several articles in the magazine 
Contrapunct . Although the general topic of the articles was religion, 
they contained a particularly stringent analysis of the causes of the 
anti-communist dissent in Poland, as compared to the lack of dissent in 
such countries as Romania, Bulgaria, or the Soviet Union, which at that 
time were still in the aftermath of the Breshnev era. 

In 1987, my article "'Zapadniki' et 'Slavianofily'”, written in 
French, introduced the volume edited by 6. Conio, Sauf-conduit; La visoh 




russe de l*Occident . This article contained a criticism of Russian 
communism and an interpretation of the so-*called Communist Revolution of 
1917 in terms of Russian imperialism. Nov part of these ideas seem to 
have been accepted even by Russian officials, but then they were not. 

From 1986 to 1988, I prepared several broadcasts in the Romanian 
language for Radio BBC of London. Some of these broadcasts, were published 
in the anti>communist journal Dialog of Munich (but due to frequent 
travels I never received the copies of the journal). In all of these 
radio transmissions, without exception, I found a way to criticize the 
cultural policy of the Romanian communist regime and its obsolete 
structures. My anti>communist transmissions had assumed such direct 
tones, .that even the BBC rejected two broadcasts for which I had been 
invited to write at Christmas in 1988. 

Indeed, my anti»communist activity was particularly intense in 1988 
and 1989. In 1989, the publisher, Jaca Book, printed my volume of short 
stories (in Italian) with the title The Emerald Collection . One of these 
short stories is an allegory of the fall of the corrupted Romanian 
communist regime under Nicolae Ceausescu. At the end of 1989, I redacted 
an appeal for the liberation of the Romanian dissident Dan Petrescu, 
signed by many American citizens, and wrote articles and radio programs, 
in which I took a very clear position on the Romanian dictatorship of 
Nicolae Ceausescu, whom X call '’the greatest thief in the history of 
humankind.” 

The above exeunples are only extracts of my continuous attacks directed 
against the coimnunist dictatorship of Romania since my defection. All 
statements made by me above are substantiated by attached and unattached 
evidence and can be corroborated by all persons of importance in Romanian 




In Romania, while in my early twenties, I did not understand 
much about political ideologies. PoljLtics were a frivolous obstacle to my 
higher education, yet later, while in exile, it became cpiite clear to me 
that although I had joined the communist Party in order to escape the 
pressure of the secret police, I had always been a democrat with 
anti-communist convictions. I will always remain a staunch 
anti-communist. My political activities opposing communism, since my 
exile, have outweighed exponentially any political connection I may have 
had with the Comunist Party.

REQUEST OF THE BUREAU 

The Bureau is requested to gain access to the 
secret compartment within loan Culianu's digital diary and 
determine what, if any, information exists within this secret 
compartment. It is requested that FBIHQ complete this task as 
soon as possible as it is hoped that any information 
discovered within the secret compartment may benefit this 
ongoing investigation. 
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For the information of the FBIHQ Laboratory, on May 
21, 1991, loan Petru Culianu, DPOB 1/5/50, Iasi, Romania, a 
visiting professor at the University of Chicago (U of C) was 
found murdered on the campus of the U of C at approximately 
1:15 p.m. 


Investigation conducted at Chicago, Illinois, 
through the police cooperation program had determined that 
Culianu left Romania while in his early twenties to study in 
Italy and France, after having experienced several 
confrontations with the "SECURITATE", the Romanian Internal 
Intelligence Service. 

In 1972, Culianu received political asylum status 
in Italy. After receiving doctorate degrees in Italy and 
France, he left to teach at the University of Groningen, 
Netherlands from 1976 to 1985. While in the Netherlands he 
became a naturalized citizen of the Netherlands. 

In 1986 Culianu was invited to the University of 
Chicago where he remained until the time of his death. 

Culianu never returned to Romania but was always outspoken 
against the Romanian political situation. Culianu's area of 
expertise was ancient religions to include witchcraft and life 
after death studies, none of which has been developed to be a 
motive to the murder. 

To date, investigation by Chicago Police Department 
(CPD) has not resulted in the determination of a motive, 
although speculation in the Romanian Community is that Culianu 
was silenced for his open criticism of the new regime in 
Romania. Culianu's wallet containing currency and credit 
cards were undisturbed. Details of the murder, as reflected 
by CPD, are that Culianu was killed by a single shot .25 
caliber bullet to the back of the head while using the 
bathroom facilities located on the 3rd floor across from his 
university office. To date there have been no witnesses to 
the crime. 
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The enclosed digital diary belongs to loan Culianu. 
Seventy names with addresses/ telephone numbers and fax 
numbers were obtained from the telephone list within the 
digital diary. The digital diary also revealed Culianu's 
schedule for the month of May. A secret compartment within 
the digital diary can only be accessed by utilizing a password 
pr ovided bv the dece ased. The FBI at Chicago, with the help 
of I attempted to gain entry to the secret 

compartment without success. Referenced telcal determined 
that FBIHQ has had success in the past in gaining entry into 
the secret compartments of digital diaries. 
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The murder of a brilliant 
and popular religion professor 
stunned the University 
of Chicago campus last May. 
The search for a suspect has 
touched on the occult— 
the professor’s field of 
study—and wound through 
the paranoid maze of 
Romanian politics. But the 
killing remains unsolved— 
an enigma eerily foreseen 
by the dead man himself 






ONE NIGHT AT A PARTY, A 
charismatic University of Chica¬ 
go divinity school professor 
named loan Culianu told his stu¬ 
dents’ futures. His field was the 
occult; the exercise was instruc¬ 
tive. One by one, his students en¬ 
tered the bedroom of his Hyde 
Park apartment, where the 
scholar selected cards and geometric figures. He un¬ 
covered one graduate student’s concealed panic over 
her career. He told another, “You’re h umiliatin g your¬ 
self in a love triangle.” His accuracy “knocked the 
wind out of me,” she later said. 

How does it work? they asked him. 

“It works because it works. It’s all in the mind.” 

One student couldn’t accept the answer. “Look, if I

shot you in the head, would that be in the 
mind, too?” The professor had no answer to that. 
And the student, in light of what happened, later 
regretted asking. 

Professor loan Culianu, a 41-year-old Romani¬ 
an exile, was adored by students and championed 
by scholars from author and linguist Umberto 
Eco to Yale literary critic Harold Bloom. Fluent 
in eight languages, author of 14 books, holder 
of three Ph.D.’s—including the world’s highest 
degree from the University of the Sorbonne— 
Culianu was ‘Trrilliant, famous in Europe,” says 
Moshe Idel, a professor at Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem. 

As a teacher he was open, funny, and unfor¬ 
gettable. But as a person he was secretive, isolat¬ 
ed; he looked as if he were “hiding something,” 
says friend and fellow Romanian Stelian Plesoiu 


in Chicago. Tall, with a dimpled smile 
and deep eyes that looked somewhere 
beyond you, loan Culianu proposed in 
his scholarly and fiction writings that 
multiple universes coexist, that the 
mind creates reality, and that magic can 
outperform modern science. In May, 
with three books due, a wedding 
planned, and a long-coveted return to 
his native Romania about to happen, he 
was host for a triumphant international 
conference at the University of Chicago 
titled Other Realms: Death, Ecstasy and 
Otherworldly Journeys in Recent Schol¬ 
arship. Four days later he was dead in a campus 
murder Chicago police said was among the 
strangest they had ever seen. 

The killing happened in a divinity school 
men’s bathroom, on a gorgeous sunny afternoon, 
while hundreds of people filed through the build¬ 
ing for a book sale. The single, lethal bullet from 
a .25-caliber gun was the one immediate clue. 
The murder stunned the school, stumped the po¬ 
lice, and terrified students. After nearly eight 
months, the killing remains unsolved, and it has 
evoked as many multiple, disturbing possibilities 
as the professor’s own prolific scholarship. 

To some the motive was clear. For almost two 
years, Culianu had vehemently protested the 
new Romanian government’s legitimacy; many 
insist the killing was a political assassination 
with international implications. Others swear it 
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could not have been. They argue it was the act of 
a student or colleague, or even a practitioner of 
the occult arts the professor explored. “You’ve 
entered a complicated, balkanized maelstrom 
of paranoia,” says Andrei Codrescu, a friend, fel¬ 
low Romanian, and noted National Public Radio 
commentator. 

Eeriest of all was the victim’s gift for prophe¬ 
cy, as recorded in his detective and fantasy fic¬ 
tion. He wrote in parable of political events that 
materialized months or years later. He wrote of 
mysteries and murders remarkably like his own. 
Most of all, he wrote of the human mind’s power 
to transcend any limit—even death. “One thing 
about loan,” says divinity school student Michael 
Allocca. “If anyone could reach us from where he 
is, he could.” 

lOAN CULIANU (PRONOUNCED EE-AHN COO- 
lee-AH-noo) was bom January 5,1950, in the Ro¬ 
manian town of Iasi near the Soviet border! Ma¬ 
jestic boulevards, stone cathedrals, crooked al¬ 
leys, and an air of ghosts characterize Iasi. 
Gulianu’s paternal great-grandfather and grand¬ 
father presided over its university, Romania’s 
oldest. During Romania’s era of fascism and Axis 
alliance, his grandfather became famous for de¬ 
fending Jews by wielding a marble-handled cane 
against their tormentors. 

The boy grew up under the Commimists, who 
came to power in 1947. The party seized his fam¬ 
ily’s imposing mansion and confined them to four 
rooms infused with the “bitter smell of decompos¬ 
ing upholstery,” Culianu later wrote. Barred from 
playing with other children, he amused himself 
with solitary games in the estate’s walled garden. 
On his office desk after his murder, Chicago po¬ 
lice found three walnuts from that garden. 

loan Culianu witnessed the psychological de¬ 
cline of his father, a dissident lawyer and mathe¬ 
matician. (His mother was a chemistry profes¬ 
sor.) “We lived in fear of Securitate, the secret po¬ 
lice,” says his sister Therese Petrescu over a 
crackly phone line from Bucharest. His father 
could not publish or find a good job; he died at 50, 
a broken man. “loan never spoke about him,” says 
his 28-year-old fianc4e, Hillary Wiesner. 

At 20, the young man placed first in the na¬ 
tional literature and language exams. Securitate 
summoned him, as they did all top graduates. In 
Bucharest, a Captain Ureche “took me through 
many alleyways,” Culianu wrote in a 1989 state¬ 
ment to the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. “He had the keys to the (Communist Par¬ 
ty] personnel office.” Ureche urged Culianu to in¬ 
form on teachers and friends. When the young 
man refused, he, too, like his father, found he 
could not get a decent job or publisher. 

Unlike his father, though, he managed to es¬ 
cape, winning a scholarship to study in Italy. On 


• 

July 4, 1972, he defected.-Romanian writers 
abroad have been beaten or killed, most recently 
in Toronto and Geneva, and his subsequent 
achievements—the three Ph.D.’s and prolific 
publication—all came as he moved in fear 
through Italy, France, and the Netherlands (he 
was a Dutch citizen), convinced he would never 
see his family again. 

But the years of exile also gave him key world 
contacts, especially with another Romanian exile, 
the late Mircea Eliade, the University of Chica¬ 
go’s acclaimed religious scholar. Eliade encour-. 
aged Culianu’s research into 
secret, ancient religious sects, 
and so he avidly studied me¬ 
dieval mysticism and archaic 
astral religions. “He felt he was 
from another century,” sug¬ 
gests his fiancee. He became 
expert in courtly love and ado- 
rational art, and later covered 
his apartment walls with re¬ 
productions of Botticelli’s 
haunting Primavera. After a 
failed marriage he came to 
Chicago through the influence 
of Eliade, where he became a 
visiting professor in the histoiy 
of religions. 

In Hyde Park, he began 
his research in earnest—work¬ 
ing to recast concepts of magic, 
sex, and the self. He had, sug¬ 
gests Michael Fishbane, a di¬ 
vinity school colleague, “the 
linguistic capacity, the origi¬ 
nality, the boldness, and the 
energy to produce an enormous 
life’s work.” 

SUNLIGHT FILLS THE UNI- 
versity of Chicago quad on a 
lazy afternoon. Divinity stu¬ 
dent Greg Spinner, tall and un¬ 
kempt in cut-offs and mountain 
boots with no socks, is talking 
about his teacher. “Losing him 
was like the burning of the Library at Alexandria. 
There’s so much he knew, it’ll take years just to 
sift out what he could tell you in a second.” 

Culianu’s scholarship ranged widely—from the 
study of multiple universes, to the mind’s phan¬ 
tasms, to nuclear physics, to the spiritual tech¬ 
niques of ecstasy. The three books his estate pub¬ 
lished posthumously give a good idea of his 
breadth: One covers the histoiy of secret gnostic 
sects; another is on otherworldly and afterlife jour¬ 
neys; and the last is a comprehensive dictionary of 
religions written with Mircea Eliade, which is al¬ 
ready a best seller in (continued on page 124) 
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Wirtz’s secretary, Gindy Krch. “They don’t 
even want to retire.” Former Blackhawk 
players also speak well of the team’s owner. 

And despite the family reputation for 
being tight with money, Wirtz is involved 
in many charities in town, most notably 
Maryville Academy. He gives generously 
and has raised millions for the school over 
the past 22 years. 

Maryville was the pet charity of Wirtz’s 
wife of 33 years, Joan Roney Wirtz. To¬ 
gether they raised five children, two boys 
and three girls. Joan Wirtz was warm, fun¬ 
ny, and known for her charity work and 
her gaifed show horses. Hockey wasn’t her 
greatest love, but, like her mother-in-law, 
she fogged countless hours at the Stadium 
to keep her family together. “One night, 
Joan was sitting in the stands, talking to a 
friend,” says Wirtz. “And the puck comes 
flying out of the rink and took her right ear 
off. We attached it right there in the train¬ 
ing room. It took a little while before she’d 
come back again.” 

In 1983, the same year that Arthur died 
and months after Bill’s mother was buried, 
Joan died of cancer. Four years later. Bill 
married Alice Pirie Hargrave in a private 
ceremony at the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church. The Pirie family, of Carson Pirie 
Scott & Company, and the Wirtzes were 
old friends. “That was a difficult time,” 
says Bill’s brother, Michael. “At first the 
kids weren’t all that interested in seeing 
Bill remarried.” And the two women are 
quite different. Joan was earthy. Alice, or 
“Me,” as friends call her, is described as 
more elegant and poised. 

Me Wirtz, though, has embraced hock¬ 
ey like a true member of the family. On a 
typical game night, Wirtz drives her to the 
Stadium, leaving his teal-blue Lincoln 
Town Car idling with an attendant. Me 
expertly weaves through the pregame 
crowd. “I hate to miss the national an¬ 
them,” she says. Meanwhile, her husband 
lags behind, jawing with a fan. 

Eventually, Me splits off to take her 
seat and Bill goes off to his inner sanctum, 
where he watches the game on television 
from the satellite feed that is being blacked 
out virtually everywhere else in the city. 
Bill and his brother share a desk, a huge 
expanse of mahogany, where they sit fac¬ 
ing each other like players in a game of 
chess. Michael, who is heavyset, like his 
father, is Bill’s right-hand man. “We work 
well together,” Michael says. “But Bill is 
definitely in charge.” 

Maintaining the empire is a family 


affair. Rocky Wirtz, named in honor of 
the boxer Rocky Marciano, runs the fami¬ 
ly’s liquor business, and Bill’s nephew 
Bruce MacArthur runs one of the banks. 
Bill’s younger son, Peter, founded a con¬ 
cession company, Bismarck Services, 
which now supplies the Chicago Stadium. 
(In 1986, Bismarck was awarded the 
Chicago Park District’s concession 
contract, a ten-year deal worth at least 
$58 million.) Alyson, Bill’s youngest, 
has joined Peter’s firm. The other two 
daughters are artists. Gail is an art thera¬ 
pist, and Karey paints furniture. 

Not 20 yards down the hall from 
Wirtz’s office, a party is in full swing. But 
few people venture in while he’s watching 
his team on the ice. One who does, oddly 
enough, is former coach Billy Reay, the 
victim in the famous story of the Christ¬ 
mas Eve firing. “Bill’s like a son to me,” 
Reay confides. The two embark on a ram¬ 
bling, 30-minute reminiscence of hockey 
days gone by and a retrospective of Bobby 
Hull’s career (both agree he was a-better 
player than his son Brett). “You know, we 
never would have lost Bobby if Bill had 
been in charge of the team then,” says 
Reay. “Bill understood the importance of 
Hull. But Bill’s father was alive then and 
Arthur was a businessman above all else.” 

Reay finally leaves for home. “People 
think I fired Billy with a note under the 
door—that I didn’t have the guts to face 
him,” says Wirtz. He insists that that’s 
not what happened. He says he had 
learned that Bobby Orr was leading a 
player revolt against Reay as coach and 
the players were planning to boycott a 
practice. “I didn’t want Billy embarrassed 
like that,” he says. So he sent word for 
Reay to see him before practice. The coach 
was dismissed at that meeting. (Later, 
Reay says that Wirtz’s version of the story 
is true.) 

Much later that night, Ittie and Bill 
walk through the nearly deserted stadium 
to the gate where their idling car waits, its 
heater warming the interior. If all goes as 
planned, in a few years nights like this 
will wind down a block east at a new stadi¬ 
um. As for all the talk about legacies, 
Wirtz smiles. 

“Believe me, if we could survive in this 
building,” says Wirtz, “I’d do it. I love it 
that much. But if Jerry and I didn’t build 
this new building, our teams couldn’t 
survive past the year 2000. This is not an 
ego thing,” he adds before driving off into 
the night. ^

France. “His focus,” says Fishbane, “was on 
the common, inner structures of the mind 
revealed in these diverse fields.” 

Because he linked the occult, physics, 
magic, eros, and history his scholarship 
sometimes was mislabeled as New Age. It 
was far more: loan Gulianu sought the un¬ 
derlying logic and beliefs common to reli¬ 
gions of all kinds. He wanted to under¬ 
stand “the patterned predictability of 
thought itself,” wrote Lawrence Sullivan, 
director of Harvard’s Center for the Study 
of World Religions, in the preface to Cu- 
lianu’s book Out of This World. Gulianu’s 
encyclopedic study of folk-magic rituals led 
him to the idea that the human mind is in¬ 
finitely powerful—it creates virtually ev¬ 
erything we perceive, even truth. “He made 
two key contributions,” says Carol Zaleski, 
a Smith College professor of religion. “One 
was in the sheer mass of his erudition. But 
his main interest was in understanding 
how the mind invents imaginary worlds 
and makes them so real they, in effect, be¬ 
come real.” 

Yet more than scholarship, it was his per¬ 
sonal warmth students talk about. “He met 
us at the door on the first day of seminar and 
greeted us by name,” says graduate student 
Michael Allocca. “I looked forward all sum¬ 
mer to seeing him,” adds Greg Spinner. “I’ll 
just never know anyone like him again.” 
Spinner and Allocca persuaded him to give 
them a course in his specialty, divination. 
Their final exam was to predict the future. 

One day on the university quad, in 1986, 
Gulianu met a blond Harvard graduate stu¬ 
dent who bore a striking resemblance to his 
portraits of Botticelli’s ideal woman. “My 
friends couldn’t believe him,” says Hillaiy 
Wiesner. “He invented a kind of religion fo¬ 
cused on me_It was a little overwhelm¬ 

ing.” When they saw the movie Cyrano de 
Bergerac, though, she understood, at least a 
little. “He cried at that movie,” she says. “In 
his mind he was Cyrano, alone, on a secret 
ideal quest against impossible odds to 
avenge his father and the past.” 

AS A WILLING EXPATRIATE, lOAN CU- 
lianu closely followed the politics of his 
homeland, from a distance, for 21 years. 
But after the Romanian revolt of Christ¬ 
mas 1989, he became a much more outspo¬ 
ken dissident. In the last 15 months of his 
life he wrote more than 30 articles attack¬ 
ing Romania’s new leaders. He published 
in Free World, a New York-based 6migr6 
newspaper, and in Corriera della Sera, an 
Italian national daily. He made scathing 
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BBG and Radio Free Europe broadcasts. 
He gave newspaper interviews. He wrote 
chillingly prescient short stories about a 
mythical totalitarian country he called 
Germania, his fictional Romania. 

To understand this sudden conversion 
to activism requires an understanding 
of Romania, and its history. Squeezed 
by the czarist Russian, Ottoman, and Aus¬ 
tro-Hungarian empires, it is a poor, moun¬ 
tainous, oft-conquered country haunted 
by identity crises—a Latin land of Roman 
origin that’s long been dominated by for¬ 
eign powers. For centuries, the Romanian 
people have been subjected to one sadistic, 
corrupt leader after another—first foreign, 
then native. (The most famous Romanian, 
Dracula, is a fictional character based 
on the aptly named 15th-century prince 
Vlad the Impaler.) Democracy is foreign; 
witch-hunts, xenophobia, and anti- 
Semitism are tragically familiar. 

In the late 1930s, a fascist party called 
the Iron Guard grew in power, despite the 
constitutionally mandated rule of the Roma¬ 
nian king. In 1944, the young King Michael 
infuriated the fascists by capitulating to the 
Russians too soon, in their view. When the 
Gommunists took over after World War 
Two, many Iron Guardists escaped—to 
Ghicago. “You have an archipelago of old but 
active fascist communities here,” says a 
source who asks not to be named. 

The 1989 Romanian revolt against the 
dictator Nicolae Geausescu seemed, at 
first, a wonderful reversal of Romania’s 
long, dark history; It seemed to echo the 
joyful democratic upheavals in Poland, 
East Germany, and Gzechoslovakia. But 
the Washington Post’s Jack Anderson re¬ 
cently confirmed what Gulianu and others 
had already been saying about the Roma¬ 
nian revolt; It was, in part, a sham. Two 
weeks before the rebellion Gulianu told 
students to watch events in his country. 
There, in December 1989, a genuine peo¬ 
ple’s revolt against Ge'ausescu’s tyranny 
began. But that revolt apparently galva¬ 
nized a small, entrenched group within the 
Geausescu regime to push forward a coup 
they’d long been planning, with KGB sup¬ 
port. According to media reports, the gun 
battles the world saw on GNN over Ghrist- 
mas 1989—as viewers cheered for what 
they thought were freedom lovers fighting 
to establish democracy in Romania—were 
actually the result of a power struggle 
among Securitate’s secret-police forces and 
the Romanian army. The real revolutionar¬ 
ies already had been crushed. It seems now 


that a faction of Securitate won. 

Under the new regime of President 
Ion Iliescu, established after the battles 
begun in 1989 finally ended—and Geauses¬ 
cu had been executed—much of the Securi¬ 
tate apparatus was re-established with 
a new name, the Romanian Information 
Service. The new leaders did introduce 
freedom of speech, election, and assem¬ 
bly—though these freedoms have so far 
presented little threat. 

Within weeks loan Gulianu was among 
the first and loudest to label the supposed 
“people’s revolt^ a military coup. But his fic¬ 
tion had been even more perceptive: Six 
months before anyone thought Geausescu 
ever would be toppled, Gulianu published a 
short story in Italy, “The Intervention in 
Germania,” that described a rebellion that 
proceeded roughly along the same lines as 
Romania’s revolt. A second story, “Free Ger¬ 
mania,” told of a military coup that takes 
place during a genuine, populist revolt. In 
the story, while secret-police factions battle 
for control of the streets, coup leaders film 
exhumed corpses to inflate the number of 
battle deaths and confuse the public. During 
a special Nightline investigation, Ted Kop- 
pel said that someone within the new gov¬ 
ernment of Romania had done exactly that: 
dug up paupers’ graveyards and stacked 
their contents on a cathedral’s steps. But 
Gulianu’s story gave details of the infighting 
within the secret police and the exile of the 
losing faction’s leader. Reality in Romanian 
politics, as in Guliariu’s fiction, had become 
a mind game. 

A month before he died loan Gulianu 
was interviewed by the new Romanian dis¬ 
sident magazine 22. “He gave the most 
devastating indictment of the strange new 
union of Far Left and Far Right in Roma¬ 
nia,” says Vladimir Tismaneanu, a Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland professor and New Repub¬ 
lic contributor. In the interview Gulianu 
called Securitate a police force “of epochal 
stupidity and yet unseen profundity.” 
When pressed on Romanians’ free press 
and elections, he replied that the main 
benefactors were newly free fascists. In one 
swoop the professor had antagonized the 
Far Right and the Far Left. 

It’s perhaps not surprising that loan 
Gulianu worried about acts of retaliation. 
A month before the revolt, his Hyde Park 
apartment had been ransacked. The Ghica¬ 
go police report shows that a TV, computer, 
floppy disks, and some bottles of wine were 
stolen. He believed that Securitate was 
warning him, says his friend Stelian Ple- 


soiu, “because he was petitioning to get his 
sister and brother-in-law out of Romania. 
He was very angry the Ghicago police did 
not take him seriously.” Others disagree 
about the break-in. “It was nothing politi¬ 
cal, just a bad neighborhood,” says Greg 
Spinner, who helped his professor subse¬ 
quently move out. 

Gulianu moved into a high-security 
high-rise on Lake Shore Drive. He never 
mentioned to university friends the death 
threats that reportedly followed. “He was a 
very stiff-upper-lip type,” says Spinner. “He 
just kept the door shut.” Nor did he tell his 
fiancee of any threats. But she had hints. 
“He would get letters written in Romanian, 
then quickly throw them away,” Wiesner 
says, “^e never said a word to me.” 

One person to whom he did mention the 
death threats was Dorin Tudoran, a poet 
who is the U.S. representative of Roma¬ 
nia’s new opposition party based in Wash¬ 
ington, D.G. “The threats came in letters or 
over the phone. He didn’t know their 
source,” Tudoran says. “They said they 
would kill him if he kept writing about Ro¬ 
mania. First, he was amused. Then he be¬ 
came frightened. Finally he stopped.” 

Yet in April 1991, a month before he 
was killed, loan Gulianu got involved even 
more deeply in politics. He acted as host to 
the exiled, elderly King Michael in Ghica¬ 
go, saying he was the best hope for stabili¬ 
ty and democracy in their divided country. 
However, three days before he was killed, 
after much indecision, Gulianu canceled a 
long-awaited return to Romania, where 
he’d planned to visit his ailing mother and 
attend a key conference of the Romanian- 
American Academy, a scholarly group 
known for its anti-Gommunist activity. He 
then changed the locks on his office door. 

ON HIS LAST DAY OF LIFE, lOAN CULIANU 
taught from 10 to 11:30 a.m., picked up his 
mail, and went to his third-floor office. He 
looked exhausted, but most attribute that 
to the recent conference on the afterlife he 
had led. Graduate student Alexander 
Argiielles chatted with him after class. “I 
was presenting my first paper to the facul¬ 
ty that day. I was nervous. He said, Wou 
have nothing to fear, Alex. See you in a 
couple of hours,’ ” Arguelles recounts. “I’ll 
never forget his smile.” 

The third-floor bathroom where loan Gu¬ 
lianu was slain is a quiet place. A window 
overlooks a serene courtyard. In one stall a 
tiny swastika—probably unrelated to this 
crime—is etched into a toilet-paper holder. 
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The killer perched on a toilet seat and point¬ 
ed a gun down at Professor Culianu’s head. 
The single bullet sliced through his brain 
and exploded out a nostril. The killing was 
so precise that when a student entered the 
bathroom minutes later there was virtually 
no blood at first, only a bluish arm dangling 
below the partition. 

His keys were still in his pocket. A black 
opal watch remained on his wrist. No mon¬ 
ey was stolen; nothing was disturbed in his 
office; no one saw the killer flee. The gun 
was never recovered. Opposite the bath¬ 
room an elevator flanks a janitor's storage 
closet. A murderer could hide in the closet, 
then flee either by elevator or by one of two 
stairways—the steep back stairwell being 
most likely—and melt fairly easily into the 
divinity school’s annual book sale down¬ 
stairs. The men’s-room window leads onto 
the roof, where window washers that day 
had ladders set up. 

The execution-style killing immediately 
suggested a professional murder. “But a 
professional would have shot several times. 
This was an amateur,” police commander 
Fredrick Miller maintained. “Mostly we see 
Barettas or Uzis down here, never a .25,” 

After performing the autopsy. Cook 
County’s chief medical examiner, Robert 
Stein, disagreed. “The people who did this 
had to know what they were doing,” Stein 
said. “Because, if it was multiple gunshots, 
someone would have heard and come run¬ 
ning. To kill with one shot from a gun as 
small as a .25—that’s not easy.” 

More contradictions and rumors fol¬ 
lowed. The day of the murder a rumor 
started that National Public Radio’s An¬ 
drei Codrescu had killed himself (police 
first said loan Culianu had committed sui¬ 
cide). “I traced that to California,” Codres¬ 
cu says of the story he quashed on NPR’s 
All Things Considered. “There the trail 
vanished.” Still, after the murder, Codres¬ 
cu canceled the Chicago stop on the nation¬ 
al tour for his book investigating the Ro¬ 
manian revolt, A Hole in the Flag. 

The next day a fax arrived for Culianu 
from King Michael in Switzerland. When 
the king had visited Chicago a month earli¬ 
er, Culianu promised to send him his and 
Mircea Eliade’s books. Your box arrived, 
the fax said, but it was opened, and empty. 
What did you send us? 

No one knows who tampered with the 
box, or how. But at a recent Paris party for 
Romanian exiles, dissident Cornel Nicoles- 
cu says. King Michael responded to the sto¬ 
ry. “The Swiss police always open my mail. 


looking for bombs,” he said. “Maybe they 
foi^ot to put Culianu’s books back in.” 

The puzzles multiplied. In his office 
desk, CuHanu’s secretary found a letter 
dated 1983 from his old university teacher, 
warning him in French that Romania’s se¬ 
cret police were pursuing him. She turned 
it over to the police. His sister Therese Pe- 
trescu then reported that her brother’s di¬ 
ary was missing. “If I die,” he had written 
this past year, “they better burn my di¬ 
aries,” But Hillary Wiesner said he never 
kept a diary during their time together. 
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The widow of Mircea Eliade, a woman 
Culianu doted on, began receiving menac¬ 
ing calls at her Hyde Park home. Eliade 
had named Culianu his literary executor, a 
huge honor considering the number of Eli¬ 
ade’s papers still to be published. But in 
the years before his death Eliade himself 
had come under attack as an alleged for¬ 
mer member of the Iron Guard. His widow 
changed her phone number and left Chica¬ 
go for an extended period. 


A few weeks later the Romanian-Ameri- 
can Academy meeting in Bucharest failed in 
its main goal, to attract 6migr4 scholars. 
“The meeting was not expressly political, 
but many of us had hoped to help the oppo¬ 
sition to organize,” says Mircea Sabau of the 
University of Chicago, a fnend of Culianu’s. 
“After the killing, that didn’t happen.” 

Finally, new death threats began to 
reach other Romanian writers in the United 
States. Vladimir Tismaneanu came under 
attack in Romania’s resurgent Far Right 
press: “Watch out rat,” one article warned, 
“the rat patrol is after you.” Dorin Tudoran 
began receiving threats that actually named 
Culianu. “I get calls thatsay. Give up your 
work for Civic Alliance (Romania’s opposi¬ 
tion party) or we’ll send you after your 
friend Culianu. We have a bullet with your 
name on it.” A past guest on the MacNeill 
Lehrer program who had weathered house 
arrest under Ceausescu, Tudoran canceled 
an NBC-TV interview out of fear. 

“The language of the threats I get,” says 
Tudoran, “is exactly the same as the 
threats loan Culianu said he received.” 

THERE COULD, OF COURSE, BE A MORE 
ordinary explanation for Culianu’s murder: 
a disgruntled friend, an angry student, a 
colleague jealous of his renown. But look 
for clues in his personal life and you find 
loan Culianu had a “poignant innocence,” 
as one student put it. He was so focused on 
work he once wrote a book in five weeks. In 
photos he favors a colorful silk scarf and 
European suits; for a Halloween party, he 
dressed up as Dracula. “He loved to shop,” 
says Wiesner of the scholar whose writings 
linked marketers with ancient shamans. 
“He often ordered whatever they adver¬ 
tised with his credit-card bill, like a combi¬ 
nation siren, flashlight, and radio. He was 
really a bit childlike.” 

If there is evidence for an amateur’s mo¬ 
tive, it is well hidden. Many students say 
Culianu could be brash and brusque with 
entrenched experts in his field if he consid¬ 
ered them misguided. But those who knew 
him or attended his last conference, a 
meeting on after-death journeys that end¬ 
ed four days before his murder, saw no sign 
of scholarly feuds; they speak only of seri¬ 
ous, quiet research. “He sat back and let 
everyone say their piece. He didn’t push his 
work at all,” says Carol Zaleski. “The con¬ 
ference was very straight, very dry,” adds 
Alex Ai^elles. 

What of the occult, then? Culianu spent 
his professional life exploring and exposing 
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practices many take with dead seriousness 
and wish to keep secret. He researched 
magic in both high and low culture—from 
1,000-year-old monastery texts to the 
newest Chicago palm reader’s advertise¬ 
ment. On occasion his enthusiasm got him 
into trouble. At one lecture in France, three 
self-identified witches objected to his topic. 
He, the other lecturer, and several in the 
audience became seriously ill. “I have since 
desisted from that practice,” he wrote in 
the preface to his book Eros and Magic in 
the Renaissance. 

Other strange things happened to him. 
Once he received a huge, erroneous settle¬ 
ment from his Dutch insurance company; 
another time a store clerk emptied her reg¬ 
ister for no reason and handed him the 
cash. He returned the money on both occa¬ 
sions. “loan had a weirdness magnet,” sug¬ 
gests Greg Spinner. “He just attracted 
weird things.” 

MANY ROMANIANS THEMSELVES QUES- 
tion a political motive in this murder. Why 
kill a professor in Chicago who was not a 
real political player, when you’re part of a 
shaky government yearning for U.S. aid? 
“A million others were more involved in the 
opposition than he was,” insists Paris- 
based dissident Cornel Nicolescu. 

The political knot is hard to unravel. 
Start with those closest to home, Chicago’s 
Far Rightist exiles. They would have dis¬ 
liked his support of the king and his calls for 
a full investigation into* Romania’s World 
War Two genocide of hundreds of thousands 
of Jews. Culianu had also discussed convert¬ 
ing to Judaism. But none of these would 
seem to be sufficient provocation for mur¬ 
der. And Chicago’s Iron Guardists are old 
men now; they make unlikely suspects, An¬ 
drei Codrescu concludes. 

At the other extreme, Romania’s fac- 
tional'zed secret police seemingly has 
made a specialty of terrorizing dissident 
writers all over the world. As recently as 
1990 in Geneva, Securitate men beat a for¬ 
mer minister nearly to death, then stole his 
book manuscript on the 1989 revolt, says 
Liviu Cangeopol, a writer for the Romani¬ 
an exile newspaper Free World. In 1986 a 
Romanian publisher in Toronto was mur¬ 
dered. A former Securitate chief who de¬ 
fected to the United States tells a particu¬ 
larly grisly story in Andrei Codrescu’s 
book. Securitate once detained dissident 
writers at its Bucharest headquarters for 
hours without questioning them. Years lat¬ 
er each writer contracted cancer. None re¬ 


alized that while there they had been ex¬ 
posed to high doses of radiation, says the 
former Securitate chief. 

“These guys [in Securitate] are masters 
of deception,” says Codrescu of the secret 
police; its members sometimes even pose 
as Iron Guardists. “The confusion around 
this case is a trademark of theirs.” Codres- 
cu believes he himself is a target. “I’m sure 
they’d like to get rid of all of us,” he says 
cautiously. By this reckoning, Culianu’s 
murder was a message. “They go after some¬ 
one less famous whose death would not cre¬ 
ate too much noise for an investigation,” says 
Mircea Sabau. “That’s how they frighten us.” 

What could Romania’s secret police 
have feared from a religion scholar a conti¬ 
nent away? According to investigative re¬ 
porter Tad Szulc, writing in Penthouse, 
thousands of agents escaped Romania dur¬ 
ing the revolt. Many are setting them¬ 
selves up now in Europe and Third World 
countries with state money stolen during 
the years of Communism. Sources who 
asked not to be identified say they are in 
North America, as well. Vicious, desperate 
to remain hidden, these exiles could con¬ 
ceivably have the clearest reason for, killing 
a college professor if he knew of or got 
caught in a web of hidden connections—the 
very stuff of Culianu’s fiction. 

Others fear he was murdered to deliver 
a simple message to those who might try to 
organize the splintered Romanian opposi¬ 
tion for upcoming elections: Shut up or 
we’ll get you right where you work, in the 
middle of the day. 

WHEN IT COMES TO BALKAN INTRIGUE, 
the Chicago police are out of their element. 
“We had 12 murders today,” a detective 
told Hillary V/iesner at the time of Cu¬ 
lianu’s death. “We don’t have the time or 
the budget.” Many friends are critical of 
the police investigation, saying it never got 
anywhere and is now dormant. “They 
didn’t check his mail. They hardly checked 
his apartment,” says Stelian Plesoiu. “They 
didn’t check his computer records. Right in 
the garbage can, they left his income tax 
and financial records, sealed.” 

“We checked it all out,” responds Went¬ 
worth District detective A1 McGuire. “We 
used the credit-card companies for his 
financial records.” The FBI provided an 
agent who spoke Romanian. 

The enigmatic killing still grips all those 
who knew loan Culianu. “I can’t stop think¬ 
ing about him,” says his research assistant 
Nathaniel Deutsch. “He was just getting 


started in so much great scholarship.” 

The correlation between his writing and 
his death is perhaps the most unsettling el¬ 
ement of all. loan Culianu believed in mul¬ 
tiple universes—probably because he lived 
in multiple, intersecting worlds himself. 
He taught students “to suspend disbelief,” 
says Greg Spinner, to become good detec¬ 
tives of the occult—and he believed East 
Europeans had to do just that in unravel¬ 
ing the strange twists of politics in a region 
with such a labyrinthine past. He under¬ 
stood, too, the pull of history—and the 
forces that sometimes rewrite it. “I feel the 
insidious power of the past shaping me to 
its shadowy purpose,” one of Culianu’s fic¬ 
tional narrators concludes. 

The very month Culianu died, his final 
short story, “The Language of Creation,” 
appeared in Andrei Codrescu’s magazine 
Exquisite Corpse. It tells of a historian 
“forty years old, living in a high rise security 
building on the Lake.” He teaches at a “grey 
and renowned Midwestern University.” He 
comes to possess a strange music box that 
contains in code the language spoken by 
God: the Language of Creation. The three 
former owners of the box have all met with 
murder over past centuries. The first owner, 
in fact, was caught in a plot with a govern¬ 
ment minister “whose import probably ex¬ 
ceeded the understanding of either one.” 
The current owner considers using the box 
against a “distasteful political regime” but 
fears the same fate as those who came be¬ 
fore him. As much as he tries to break its 
secret code, he never can. Finally, after 
much indecision, he leaves the music box 
at a yard sale in Massachusetts and es¬ 
capes to freedom from what had become an 
intellectual prison posed by its secret. 

One wonders what would have hap¬ 
pened if, after 20 years of exile, with all of 
his accomplishments and so many ahead of 
him, loan Culianu had simply left his own 
past, and escaped—if he’d not spoken up, if 
he’d ignored the realities he seemed to di¬ 
vine before they could even exist. 

Look deep into the circumstances of his 
murder, and it begins to prickle beneath 
the skin that nothing solid may ever be 
known. Had Culianu learned something 
dangerous? Had his prescient writing 
touched off someone’s fears that he knew 
more than he did? Long before his murder, 
he seems to have intimated even the frus¬ 
trations of those trying, vainly, to decipher 
his death. “Not even the cessation of my ex¬ 
istence,” he wrote in one stoiy, “could re¬ 
veal the secret.” rv

Bryan Rennie is a graduate student in the department of 
theology and religious studies at the faculty of divinity of 
the University of Edinburgh. He is currently in the final 
year of his doctoral research and is completing a thesis on 
the rationality of Mircea Eliade’s radical pluralism. He has 
previously published ^an article on Kali, in the journal of 
religious studies of the university of Patiala, and book 
reviews of Wendy Doniger’s Other Peoples’ Myths and Samuel 
Levin’s Metaphorical Worlds, in Style. He currently has two 
articles on Eliade, "The Meaning of Implicit Religion and the 
Implicit Religion of Meaning," and "Ivan Strenski’s Support 
for Mircea Eliade’s Theory of Myth" under consideration by the 
Journal of Religion and Religion respectively. 



"Anti-Judaism and Anti-Historicism in Eliade’s Writings," 
a paper written by Adriana Berger and presented on her behalf 
at the American Academy of Religion Annual Meeting in New 
Orleans in November of 1990 continues the attack on Eliade’s 
political and personal history made in her article of 1989, 
"Fascism and Religion in Romania." (Annals of Scholarship, 6 
no . 4 , (1989 ):455-465.) Despite its questionable relevance to 
the significance of Eliade’s work as a historian of religion, 
this attack should not go unanswered, especially after its 
airing at such a prestigious gathering. Although I am not 
myself a reader of Romanian and thus cannot check all of 
Berger’s references, I am familiar with much of the material 
relating to Eliade’s thought and history and believe that I 
can give an adequate assessment of the argument and much of 
the detail given in Berger’s articles. In both these 
articles, for example, Berger makes much of the British 
Foreign Office material relating to Eliade’s posting at the 
Romanian Legation in London in 1940 and the suspicions of the 
British Government concerning his political sympathies. These 
documents are preserved at the Public Records Office in London 
and I have been able to inspect them and assess the degree to 
which they support Berger’s conclusions and the picture they 
give of that period of Eliade’s life. As to the other 
material, I can do no better than to refer the reader to 
Eliade’s own Autobiography vol.II, chs. 15, 16, and 17, the 
relevant sections of the Journals vol.I, and to Ricketts, 
Mircea Eliade: the Romanian Roots, especially chs. 22, 24, and 
27, which deal quite openly and clearly with Eliade’s perhaps 
misguided nationalism and his anti-democratic tendencies. 

Also worthy of note in this context is the article by Seymour 





Cain, "Mircea Eliade, the Iron Guard, and Romanian Anti- 
Semitism," in the Jewish journal, Midstream, 35 (1989 ):27-31. 

Before the AAR Berber claimed that "official biographies" 
make "a deliberate effort to conceal" Eliade’s "collaboration 
with the Iron Guard and Romania’s Nazi governments." ("Anti- 
Judaism,' p.l3) This must refer to Ricketts’ volumes as the 
only biography in the English language. Her earlier article 
was actually a review article focused on the second volume of 
Eliade’s Autobiography and oh Ricketts’ work. In it she has 
made a more direct attack on Ricketts’ contribution, 
complaining that he "begins with Eliade’s childhood and early 
youth rather than with a survey of the historical and cultural 
climate from which Eliade emerged." (462) In order to avoid 
this type of criticism allow me to give a brief synopsis of 
the political situation in which Eliade found himself prior to 
his "exile" in Paris. Romania had gained its independence 
only following the first World War in 1918 and had 
subsequently been governed as a monarchy. In the turmoil of 
inter-war Europe, dominated by the rise of German and Italian 
fascism to the West and Russian communism to the East, 

Romanian nationalism had given birth to the "Legion of the 
Archangel Michael," a movement founded by Cornelia Zelia 
Codreanu and his father in 1927. Although explicitly 
committed to a religious and spiritual renovation of the 
Romanian people this movement was capable of overt violence 
and was responsible for the assassination of the Romanian 
Prime Minister, I. G. Duca, in 1933. Codreanu was at the time 
cleared of complicity in that crime. The Legion spawned a 
para-military organisation and was soon given the name "Iron 


Guard. "

Threatened from all sides, the monarchy under King Carol 
II imposed a fascist inspired dictatorship in February of 
1938, with Patriarch Miron as President and Armand Calinescu 
as minister of the interior. Together they set out to crush 
their popular rival, the Iron Guard. On the grounds of 
slander against the Romanian scholar, Nicolae lorga, Codreanu 
was arrested and imprisoned for six months. This was soon 
increased to ten years at hard labour and eventually, in 
November of that year, the King and Calinescu ordered his 
execution. Other Legionary leaders, and their intellectual 
supporter, Eliade’s friend and mentor, Nae lonescu, were 
arrested in April. 

To quote Ricketts at this point. 

Between January 1937 and the imposition of the royal 
dictatorship in February 1938, Eliade gave open and 
enthusiastic support, through his periodical writings, to 
the Legionary movement. Because of the eight or ten 
explicitly pro-Legionary articles he wrote in this period 
of slightly more than a year, and because of the close 
association with Nae lonescu who had been a Legionary 
supporter (though he was never a member) since late 1933, 
Eliade became suspect in the eyes of the government. 

(op. cit. p.882. This is hardly seeking to conceal 
Eliade’s connection with the Legion.) 

In mid-June of 1938 Eliade’s house was searched and papers 

were taken away, mainly correspondence in English from 

scholars such as Ananda Coomaraswam^ and Raffaele Pettazzoni 

who were contributing to Eliade’s journal of Cfomparative 

.Religion, Zalmoxis. Eliade himself managed to evade arrest by 

retiring to the country after an anonymous telephone call 

warning him of the impending search. General M. M. Condeescu, 

the president of the Society of Romanian Writers, and related 

to Eliade through his first wife, Nina, contacted Calinescu, 

who assured him that there were no accusations against Eliade, 

who accordingly returned to Bucharest. However, on July 14th

IS house was raided by the &ecAiritat - c and Eliade 
their headquarters for questioning. He was held there for 
three weeks and told that he could leave as soon as he signed 
a "declaration of dissociation" from the Iron Guard. Eliade 
refused to do so on the grounds that to dissociate himself 
from this popular movement at that time was to dissociate 
himself from his entire generation. In the first week of 
August he was transferred to the internment camp at Miercurea 
Ciucului where many other Legionary supporters were being 
held. Eliade was treated relatively well; despite having to 
sleep on the floor of a permanently lighted cell at the 
Sc6ur±ia.te H.Q. for three weeks, he was not actually tortured. 
It seems likely that Calinescu’s regime were primarily 
interested in him as a spokesman of the Romanian youth. He 
was 31 at the time and his popularity had been well 
established by the publication of his best-selling novel, 
Maitreyi four years earlier. Thus his dissociation from the 
Legion would have been a useful propaganda coup for the royal 
dictatorship, of which Eliade did not fully approve, mainly 
because of its acceptance of Western, fascist ideology. 

When Eliade began coughing blood in October of that year 
It seems equally clear that that government did not want his 
death in internment for exactly the same reasons. Fearing 
tuberculosis they had him transferred to a clinic at Moroeni. 
As It transpired the blood was from a ruptured vein in his 
throat, a relatively minor condition brought on by excessive 
coughing, in turn caused by incipient pleurisy, which could 
easily have developed into T.B. had the government not acted 
so quickly. He was given a clean bill of health and on 
November 12th, almost four months aft 


er his arrest, he was 
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simply released. However, his employment at Bucharest 
University as the assistant of Nae lonescu was lost and Eliade 
was without work. For some time he worked at the Society of 
Romanian Writers, but the unexpected death of General 
Condeescu in the spring of 1939 removed his "protector." He 
still had friends, however, and Prof. Alexandru Rosetti 
prevailed upon Constantin Giurescu, the minister for 
propaganda of the Carol regime, to send Eliade to Britain to 
work for the Romanian Legation there in the office of Press 
and Propaganda. It is worthy of note that this same Giurescu 
who helped Eliade later enjoyed some favour under the 
communist Ce^sescu government. 

Eliade and Nina set out for London in early April and it 
is at this point that the documents kept at the Public Records 
Office begin to be relevant. Unfortunately, there are no 
records of diplomatic appointments kept by the British Foreign 
Office for the year of 1940. The documents referred to by 
Berger as revealing that "the inclusion of his name among the 
names at the Romanian Legation raised objections from the 
British Foreign Office" ("Anti-Judaism," p.9. "Fascism and 
Religion," p.459, n.9) no longer exist. The index of records 
(see appendix) does list these files (T7026/318/383), but only 
as referring to Eliade as "on the staff of the Romanian 
Legation," with no mention of any objections to this. The 
other file to which Berger refers (T6561/1522/378) is a later 
file referring to his visa for Portugal. This explains why 
Berger refers to these files but does not quote them. 

Since his arrival at the Romanian Legation in London on 
the 15th of April, 1940 Eliade’s diplomatic status had not 
been recognised by the British Government. Unfortunately the ® 
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actual reasons given for this refusal of recognition are not 
given in any of the documents preserved in the Public Records 
Office. There are, however, several possible explanations. 

His recent incarceration as a sympathiser of the Legion of the 
Archangel Michael is not the least among these. But there are 
others. Although Viorel Virgil Tilea was not appointed as 
Minister until February 1st, 1939 he, and other members of the 
Legation under him, had been in Britain for some years and 
their loyalties were assured, or at least known. Tilea 
himself had been President of the Anglo-Romanian Society in 
Romania and along with D. Mateescu, for example, was regarded 
as zealously anglophile. New arrivals, favoured by the 
current regime, were automatically regarded with suspicion. 

The very fact that they had been appointed to the Legation 
after the establishment of the fascist inspired royal ■ 
dictatorship was enough to connect them with anti-British 
sympathies. And yet it was this very fascist/royalist 
dictatorship which had had Eliade incarcerated for four 
months. It should be noted that both the regime which 
imprisoned Eliade and the movement which he was imprisoned for 
refusing to disown are now called fascist. 

King Carol abdicated in^l940 and General Ion Antonescu 
and Horia Sima declared a "National-Legionary" state. Tilea 
was recalled from his position as Romanian Minister in London 
but refused to return. Thereafter all Romanians who continued 
to show allegiance to the Legation under the acting Charge 
d’Affaires, Radu Florescu, were eventually seen by some as 
those who "threw in their lot with the Iron Guard by remaining 
on the Romanian Legation under M. Florescu."^ Florescu was 
evidently regarded with deep 


suspicion and a Foreign Office 




note of 21st of September, 1940 reads, "we must request his 

removal as soon as M. Stoica takes up his duties."^ However, 

Florescu’s removal was never effected. On the first of 

September, 1940, Eliade’s appointment at the Legation in 

London ceased and in mid-September he and his wife and several 

other Romanians moved to Cambridge to escape the Blitz. 

Shortly thereafter he was appointed Secretaire Presse at the 

Romanian Legation in neutral Portugal.^ 

However, while Eliade’s application for an exit permit 

was still under consideration the suspicion of his political 

sympathies surfaced. When six British subjects were arrested 

by Iron Guard Police" in Romania and brutally treated and 

tortured, the possibility arose of arresting some Romanians in 

direct retaliation.^ Messrs Treacy, Anderson, Young, 

Brassier, Miller, and Clark presented accounts to the Foreign 

Office which indicate that during five days of detention they 

were significantly ill-treated by the Iron Guard although the 

official civil authorities showed them proper respect.^ 

Mr. P. J. Dixon of the Foreign Office wrote to Sir Norman 

Kendal at New Scotland Yard on the 4th of October, 1940 that 

when we heard of the first arrests of British subjects in 
Romania last week, M.I.5 were asked to produce a list of 
suitable Romanians in this country for possible arrest as 
a retaliatory measure. M.I.5 finally admitted that they 
were unable to produce any names since their card index 
of Romanians had unfortunately been destroyed by hostile 
action. They added that so far as they knew there were 
very few undesirable Romanians in the country and that a 
good many of them were Jews. 

I then approached New Scotland Yard, who have now 
produced a list of eleven possible candidates. I have 
since spoken to Mr. Howe who is dealing with the matter. 

He says that very little is known about these people but 
he hopes to produce further details by Monday. I asked 
him to bear the following points in mind:- 

(a) We would not wish to arrest any Jews; 

(b) It would be useful to know if any of the candidates 
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are known to be pro-British, 
to arrest them;

Eliade was not included on this particular list, which 
was made up of businessmen and women and excluded all 
diplomatic staff. Evidently the government was taking the 
standard quid pro quo approach and seeking to arrest only 
civilians, rather than to expose their own diplomatic staff in 
Romania to the danger of retaliatory arrest. However, the 
Romanian legation included several people, like Eliade, whose 
status was not recognised. Although he was listed as an 
'official in active service of the Legation" attached to the 
Press and Propaganda Office by Radu Florescu in a document of 
28th of October, 1940, when Florescu called on Lord Dunbar on 
the 2nd December he was told that it was impossible to place 
Eliade on the Diplomatic List.^ Florescu continued quite 
strenuously to try to obtain Eliade’s inclusion on the 
Diplomatic List, but to no avail. 


Sir Reginald Hoare, head of the British Mission in 
Bucharest, had telegraphed Dixon on the 7th of October to say 
that the "arrest of any six Romanian nationals merely [as] 
hostage would in no way strengthen my hand." On the bottom of 
this telegram, which is preserved at the Public Records 
Office, P. L. Rose, Dixon’s immediate junior at the Foreign 
Office, has written "I still think we might arrest perhaps one 
or two hangers-on at the legation - such as M. Eliade who is 
known to have Iron Guard sympathies: it would evidently be 
useless to do six indiscriminate arrests." Dixon, however, 
adds to this, "I doubt whether, in the light of the 







pursuing 


considerations adduced by Sir R. Hoare, it is worth 
this question."® Yet the very fact that he had been 
considered for such retaliatory arrest would ensure that 
Eliade would never be accorded diplomatic status. Berger has 
made some political meat of the application of this term, 
"hanger-on," to Eliade ("Anti-Judaism," p.9, "Fascism and 
Religion," p.459.). However, the Foreign Office used the term 
even for British citizens attached to their Legation in 
Romania, quite legitimately, but without diplomatic status. 

Dixon’s recommendation notwithstanding, the question of 
Eliade’s possible arrest was pursued. A note from Commander 
Croghan of Naval Intelligence Division which considers the 
attitudes and sympathies of several members of the Romanian 
Legation indicates that this option was being kept open.® It 
is this same Croghan who describes the telegram cited by 
Berger in both articles. In this telegram, which itself is 
not extant, Eliade reportedly denounces one Dimancescu of the 
Romanian Legation as Anglophile, and requests that he (Eliade) 
be appointed in the latter’s stead. He also is said to have 
added to his message the Romanian equivalent of ^Heil 
Hitler.’" ("Fascism and Religion," p.459, "Anti Judaism," 

P.IO.) These events are quite possible, and quite explicable. 
Several of the members of the Legation were actively 
Anglophile, as we have seen, and were seeking to continue to 
be paid by their government for the privilege of remaining in 
Britain with no intention of serving their government. Some 
people might consider this "deserving" of denunciation. The 
government of the royal dictator, Carol, had actually been 
overthrown by General Antonescu, with the backing of the Iron 
Guard and considerable popular support, and recognition of the 10 








conducator" was a condition of loyalty to the current 

government. It seems that Croghan’s informant in this matter 

was Dimancescu himself, who was evidently motivated by fear 

for his employment and fear of returning to his own country. 

The former fear seems to have had grounds as he is not 

mentioned in a list of salaried members of the Legation sent 

to the Foreign Office in October and it appears that he may 

have indeed been replaced by Eliade. However, in the same 

file which refers to this telegram Dixon said of Eliade, 

"There is considerable disagreement as to his sympathies and a 

minute has just reached us from the P.I.D. urging that he is a 

man who might be useful to us."^® One Captain Campeanu, who 

is also mentioned in the N.I.D. document, left no such doubt 

in the minds of British Intelligence. He was arrested by 

M.I.5 on the 7th of November and incarcerated in Pentonville 

Prison.He was finally released only when his transport 

out of Britain had been assured on the 28th of March, 1941.^^ 

Eliade, on the other hand, although clearly thought to be 

connected to the Iron Guard, was viewed rather differently. 

Specifically, he was known to be anti-German and thus 

potentially useful to the British GovernmentMr. Philip 

B. B. Nichols, Dixon’s immediate senior at the Foreign Office, 

wrote concerning a discussion he had had with members of the 

Romanian Legation on the 28th of September, 1940, 

I asked what was the position of M. Eliade, 
concerning whom we had a request from Prof. Mitrani 
that we should facilitate his departure. M. Styrcea 
said that M. Eliade was an intellectual with Iron 
Guard leanings. He had written a book on Yogi in 
India. He thought it possible that if he returned 
to Romania he might well become closely identified 
with Iron Guard activities. 

On October 1st, 1940 Nichols further asked Tilea about 
the possible return to Romania of Eliade. 







Tilsa. made it plain that he hoped it would be possible 
for H. M. Government to refuse facilities for the return 
of any of his Romanian personnel. His reason was that if 
we facilitated the departure of M. Eliade, the Romanian 
government would then inquire how it was not possible for 
e.g. Captain Iliescu and M. Styrcea to return; and he was 
strongly of the opinion that these two latter would be of 
more use in this country.^’ 


In another Naval Intelligence document gT Eliade is mentioned 

in a list of Romanian Legation personnel who would require 

passage out of Britain. Everyone listed, it states 

with the exception of M. Eliade, are anxious for their 
departure to be postponed as long as possible... Captain 
Iliescu...is known to be very pro-British; he therefore 
fears that he will be killed, if he returns to Romania. 

M. Eliade is an intellectual, to some extent a supporter 
of the Iron Guard, and is willing to return to 
Romania.“ 

Professor Mitrani, referred to by Mr. Nichols above, was 
then at Balliol College, Oxford as a Fellow of the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs. According to a note from 
Mr. Dixon he "frequently assured us that Eliade is a friend," 
but his word alone could not be relied upon in such matters of 
diplomacy.Beginning in late September 1940 Mitrani made 
several polite requests on Eliade’s behalf for permission to 
leave the country, but was equally politely refused by Philip 
Nichols, initially in deference to Tilea’s tacit request, but 
eventually quite truthfully because the U.K. to Lisbon service 
was over-subscribed and seats were being given to people on 
important government business. 

Although pressure was still being brought to bear from 
Rose in the Foreign Office, from Mr. White of M.I.5, and 
particularly from Dimancescu, to detain Eliade, Dixon and 
Nichols were not convinced. "It will be seen that the 
suggestion is that to allow Eliade to return to Romania will 
be dangerous for the loyal Romanians remaining in this 







country," wrote Mr. Nichols, having considered the others’ 
arguments. However, he continued, "I do not myself believe 
there is much in this, particularly if Eliade stays in 
Lisbon." It was eventually decided, in response to some 
pressure from the Romanian government, to allot two seats for 
Eliade and his wife on the Bristol to Lisbon service on the 
9th of February, at least four months after he had made his 
first moves to leave the country.At this time 
Dimancescu wrote to the Foreign Office suggesting that if they 
wished to delay Eliade’s departure further, they could simply 
make one seat only available to him on the flight. Eliade 
would not leave his wife behind and so would be prevented from 
leaving the country, whilst the British government would be 
seen to have fulfilled their political obligations.^® I 
believe this speaks for itself as regards Eliade’s loyalty to 
his wife, and as a condemnation of Dimancescu’s underhand 
tactics, probably inspired by the loss of his salary. The 
British government did not act on his recommendation. 

The members of the British Legation to Romania were in 

the process of withdrawing, a state of war having been 

declared between the two countries effective from 7th 

December, 1940. Under such conditions the British government 

was responsive to requests concerning the movements of 

Romanian Legation members to avoid retaliation impeding the 

movement of their own diplomats. On the 13th of November 

Dixon wrote to a Mr. McCombe of the treasury that "unless and 

until relations are broken off with Romania, it seems to us 

that members of the Romanian Legation must be treated in these 

matters as representatives of any other neutral 
19 

government.' 


Despite Radu Florescu’s petitions and despite Eliade’s 
appointment as Secretaire Presse to the Press and Propaganda 
Office in Lisbon, the British Government never did acknowledge 
Eliade as having diplomatic status. Florescu tried sometimes 
dubious means to ensure Eliade’s diplomatic recognition, at 
one time simply writing that "M. Eliade who according to my 
previous communication has been granted diplomatic privilege," 
when this was not so.^® It is noteworthy that even Tilea 
joined in the voices speaking out for Eliade’s departure and 
invoking the latter’s "tuberculosis" as grounds for granting 
an exit permit. However, the initial suspicions of 
Military Intelligence, fuelled by Dimancesu’s protestations, 
had never been allayed. Thus when Eliade presented himself at 
the airport in Bristol claiming diplomatic status, carrying a 
courier’s passport stamped "diplomatique" but not signed by 
the relevant British authorities, and carrying a diplomatic 
bag, he was treated by the Security Control Officer as 
something of a fraud. Military Intelligence, whose job it is 
to act on suspicions, were suspicious that Eliade would leave 
the country with sensitive documents and had ordered in 
advance that all his belongings be thoroughly searched. The 
Romanian Legation, in fact the whole Romanian Government, were 
treating Eliade as a bona fide member of the Legation and of 
diplomatic status. One wonders whether Florescu had actually 
admitted to Eliade his failure to secure the Foreign Office’s 
recognition, although Tilea claimed that he had warned Eliade 
not to carry any couriers .It is hardly surprising then 
that an embarrassing incident ensued. 

Eliade, considering himself to be a member of the 
Legation, was incensed at being stripped and searched, and 






thought the refusal by the Security Control Officer to allow 

him to carry his diplomatic bag out of the country without 

search to be a breach of protocol. He evidently complained 

bitterly to his home government. On the 13th of February the 

Foreign Office received a telegram from Sir Reginald Hoare, 

the third paragraph of which read, 

It appears that Mr. Eliade who, according to the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, is cultural attache of the Romanian 
Legation and bearer of a diplomatic passport was most 
rigorously searched at Bristol airport a few days ago and 
[the] diplomatic bag which he was carrying was returned 
to the Legation. It is obvious that any reoetition of 
this treatment will lead to reprisals here.^^ 

Evidently the Romanian Government were consistently insisting 

on Eliade’s diplomatic status at the highest level. The 

British Government were just as consistently refusing to 

recognise it and immediately replied to Sir Reginald that 

the facts are as follows 

Mr. Eliade was not, as has been claimed, cultural 
attache to the Romanian Legation in London and had no 
diplomatic status, a request by the Romanian Charge 
d Affaires to have him placed on the Diplomatic List 
having twice been refused. On being questioned at the 
airport, Mr. Eliade first claimed that he was Press 
Attache, but subsequently admitted that this was not so. 

A place was reserved for him on the aeroplane to Lisbon 
at the urgent request of the Romanian Government, but no 
prior notification was received that he was to carry a 
diplomatic bag. An examination of his courier’s passport 
and of his ordinary passport showed that the Legation had 
not complied with the regulations regarding temporary 
couriers with which all Missions in London are fully 
acquainted. The Security Control Officer accordingly 
invited him to obtain his Legation’s confirmation of his 
bona fides. Mr. Eliade refused to return to London for 
this purpose, but stated that he would burn his bag. The 
S.C.O. refused to allow this, and Mr. Eliade then handed 
in the bag for return to the Romanian Legation and it was 
duly returned to them. It will be clear from the above 
that the diplomatic bag was not taken away from Mr. 

Eliade and that the incident was due entirely to his not 
possessing diplomatic status and to the failure of the 
Legation to obey the regulations regarding temporary 
couriers 

Thus the British Government justified its actions without 
breach of protocol, ensuring Eliade’s departure from Britain 





without any possibility of his transporting sensitive 
information, and forestalling, as far as possible, any direct 
retaliatory action against British diplomats still in Romania. 
This was in fact successful and the British Legation left 
Romania without serious incident on the 15th of February, 
after which date all diplomatic relations with Romania ceased. 
Eliade states that his first knowledge of the severance of 
diplomatic relations came on the evening of February 10th, the 
same day he flew to Lisbon (Autobiography -vol .11, p.89.) 

Such an action was not without risk, however, and a 
further telegram from the U.S. Ambassador in Bucharest on the 
14th of March again refers to the incident. 


Our contact with the authorities concerned make it 
Clear that the suspicion is hardening that the British 
authorities are not putting themselves out to provide 
places on planes to Lisbon for the remaining members of 
the Romanian Legation and their families who wish to 
leave. This coupled with a smouldering resentment over 
the treatment reported accorded to a member of the 
Legation and his family who departed before the British 
Minister left here may lead to serious misunderstandings 
and consequences. The report of the official in question 
has been received from Lisbon and states that both he and 
his iamily were stripped and searched and their 
possessions upset and thrown about, and a bag of 
diplomatic correspondence taken away from him. The 
attitude of the Romanian authorities is that Sir Reginald 
Hoare and the large party of British who accompanied him 
were permitted to depart on the personal pledge of the 
British Minister that every effort would be made to 

5®Pa^ture of all members of the Romanian 
Legation in London who wished to leave.“ 


There is possibly a clash of styles of diplomacy here 
between the British who proceeded very cautiously and 
correctly, "by the book," and the Romanians who seemed to 
consider a certain amount of bluff and bluster, exaggeration 
and occasional downright lies, to be the normal stuff of 
foreign relations. The diplomatic necessity of presenting the 
facts in the light most favourable to one’s own government 








causes occasional questionable statements, such as the Foreign 
Office’s claim above that "the diplomatic bag was not taken 
away from Mr. Eliade" when it obviously was, and their refusal 
to recognise that he was secretaire presse to the Legation in 
Lisbon. That Eliade may have exaggerated the treatment he 
received on his departure from Britain is hardly damning 
evidence. 

That the suspicions which fell upon Eliade were finally 
unfounded seems to be indicated by the pattern of events which 
followed upon his departure from London. There is no evidence 
that the Legation staff who remained in Britain suffered any 
persecution at his instigation. Eliade only once again 
visited Romania and there is no evidence that he was 
particularly highly regarded by or involved with the 
increasingly fascist regime, or with the Iron Guard. 

Otherwise he did remain in Portugal until the end of the war 
as Nichols had hoped, when his break with Romanian politics 
was final. Radu Florescu was allowed to remain in Britain, 
despite the low opinion in which he had been held, when he 
offered his services,"in the matter of pursuing an activity 
controlled by your institutions which aims at the re-birth of 
the Romanian nation in self-determination with Great Britain’s 

A/ 

help and wisdom.' Evidently the suspicion with which he 
was regarded and which had fallen on Eliade by association was 
eventually dispelled. Even the Iron Guard, initially 
suspected to be "merely German tools" of whom General 
Antonescu was "completely the prisoner," were regarded with 
less suspicion. Following further intelligence, including the 
interception of Guardist literature en route for Detroit, 
U.S.A., they were seen rather as a dangerous, over-emotional, 17 
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popular and religious movement whose nationalism occasioned an 
inherent anti-German tendency and thus British Intelligence 
"suggests that attempts should be made in Romania at securing 
the adherence of the Iron Guard. Of course the violent 
anti-semitic atrocities of which the Iron Guard were guilty 
occurred some time after Eliade had left the country and he 
cannot be realistically seen to share any culpability in 
respect of such actions. When the Iron Guard assassinated 
Nicolae lorga, to whom Berger refers as "the anti-semite, 
lorga ("Anti-Judaism," p.6.) in November, 1940 Eliade deemed 
them to have "nullified the religious meaning of the 
’sacrifice’ made by the Legionaries executed under Carol and 
had irreparably discredited the Iron Guard." {Autobiography 
vol.II p.69.) Also, the fact that after the execution of C. 

Z. Codreanu, his father established an alternative Legionary 
movement in opposition to Horia Sima’s Iron Guard suggests a 
change in the nature of the Guardist movement with which some 
of its original leaders, let alone possible sympathizers, 
could not tolerate. The British historian, Seton-Watson, 
originally recognised that Eliade was pro-British although a 
sympathiser of this "milder" wing of the Guard. Under the 
influence of Dimancescu and in the increasing paranoia of an 
embattled nation he later became profoundly suspicious of 
Eliade as a potential spy. However, this does seem unlikely, 
even though any descriptions of war damage which Eliade sent 
back from Britain to Romania certainly could have been used as 
propaganda, whether or not this was his intent. 

Although these documents do not give hard evidence either 
way about Eliade’s connection with the Guardist movement, 
circumstantial evidence; the fact that the British did not see 





fit to arrest him; their eventual reconciliation with Radu 
Florescu, who was likewise under suspicion; the fact that 
Eliade remained in Portugal; and the possible alternative 
explanations, serves to minimise the significance of any such 
connection. 

One conclusion which can be drawn from this inspection of 
the available information is inescapably that Berger has been 
strongly biased in her treatment and presentation. She has 
referred to Foreign Offices files which, although listed in 
the index, are no longer extant and which thus cannot provide 
any real evidence. (T6561/1522/378; T7026/318/383) She has 
quoted several references trh» Eliade’s being "a member of the 
Iron Guard" without reporting that the same sources admit that 
there was "considerable disagreement as to his sympathies," 
(N.IO above.) and, in fact, she can adduce no hard evidence 
that Eliade ever was a member of the Guard. She has made 
statements which are completely unsupportable, such as; 

"Eliade was detained in England because of his political 
activities on behalf of the Iron Guard and also of Nazi 
Germany." ("Fascism and Religion," p.459, "Anti-Judaism," 
p.9.) This is clearly not the case; Eliade was detained in 
Britain originally at the request of V. V. Tilea and later 
because of suspicions that were never confirmed of his anti- 
British propagandising. She has failed to recognise even the 
possibility that Eliade’s actions could be more easily 
accounted for by his loyalty to the country of his birth than 
by any malice against anyone. While we must guard against the 
situation which Seymour Cain reports in Romania of Eliade 
being "idolised by the public, and no real criticism of his 
work is allowed," we must just as zealously guard against 
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personal antipathies being allowed to bias our presentation of 
the facts. To baldly state that "Eliade was not a Cultural 
attache (or Secretary) as he had stated in interviews, 
diaries, and in his Autobiography ("Anti-Judaism," p.9) is 
to attempt to make a liar out of Eliade by wholly ignoring the 
fact that he was appointed to the Press and Propaganda Office 
of the Lisbon Legation, a fact which Berger accepted in her 
earlier article. ("Fascism and Religion," p.460) Berger has 
completely failed to indicate any actual activity in which 
Eliade might have been involved which might justify the slur 
of "anti-Judaism. " Seymour Cain’s article on exactly this 
topic is a level-headed contribution to this debate, and he 
makes the clear statement that he "never saw the slightest 
sign of anti-Semitism in [Eliade’s] works or in his person. 

He always impressed me as a good man as well as a great 
creative scholar, and above all, as a treasurable human 
being." ("Mircea Eliade, the Iron Guard, and Romanian Anti- 
Semitism," p,27.) I should hope that such a personal 
assessment is actually more weighty evidence than such a 
tendentious rendition of "factual history" as Berger present 
us in her papers. Finally, when Berger writes that Ricketts 
distorts Eliade’s articles and quotes them out of context 
("Fascism and Religion," p.463) I can only assume after an 
inspection of this data that she is wrongly assuming Ricketts 
to use the method which she so clearly applies herself.

The activities of all of these political 
factions have at some point been criticized by CULIANU in his 
articles and each had reason to desire his elimination. CULIANU 
was a firm believer in establishing a democratic form of 
government in Romania, but supported the principle that each of 
these groups should be allowed to present their case to the 
people for review and selection. He always attempted to remain 
fair and to present their case to the people for review and 
selection.

Recently, CULIANU acted as one of the hosts for the visit of King 
Michael of Romania to the Chicago area and wrote an article on 
same.

CULIANU was no monarchist, but felt the King's position 
should be known to the people. CULIANU's articles have appeared 
in numerous newspapers and magazines published in exile and these 
in turn have been smuggled into Romania where he is also well 
known.

Romania does not have an extensive tradition of 
democracy and the government prior to World War II had been a 
constitutional monarchy under the rule of the King Michael and a 
limited number of his political and military bureaucrats. With 
the growth of the fascist movements in Europe in the 1930's, 
several fascist organizations came into existence in Romania. 

The largest of these groups was the IRON GUARD, which became an 
allie of Hitler, ruled the country under the Nazi occupation. At 
the end of the war, the country was overrun by the Russian Army 
and the government taken over by the communists. King Michael 
fled the country with a large number of monarchists and fascists 
to avoid arrest and execution. In addition, during the post war 
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period several internal divisions have taken place with the 
Romanian Communist Pary and many have fled the country. As a 
result of this political upheaval, all four of these factions 
eventually migrated to the United States or various western 
Europe countries. These former members of the prewar or 
occupational governments and their children frequently dream of 
the day when they can return to Romania in triumph and lead a new 
government. In this quest, they frequently form secret political 
groups which attempt to gain support within the exile community 
and within the country itself for their various positions. 


I _[described CULIANU as a very private person who 

had a firm belief in democracy. Though CULIANU was prolific in 
his writing, he seldom spoke of his private life. He was 
impartial when writing about a political faction and criticized 
all when he felt their positions to be unjust. CULIANU believed 
each faction should be able to present its program to the 
Romanian people and then allow the people to decide for 
themselves what type of government they wanted. His criticism of 
the various political factions frequently led some in each group 
to think he was siding with their enemies. His writings over the 
years caused CULIANU to develop enemies in each of the political 
factions. 


I _[advised that due to the existence of numerous 

splinter groups it was impossible to identify any specific leader 
or provide the name or address of an existing organization. Such 
groups frequently a-re sfari-r^-h and come into and go out of 
existence regularly. [ noted that in the new Romanian 

Government, there are numerous people who served in the former 
Communist Government of Ceausescu including his secret police. 

The major bonding factions which exist within all the faction is 
a belief in a strong central government and support for Romanian 
nationalism. As a result, the factions from time to time support 
each other on specific positions. 


[ [last spoke to CULIANU about two weeks before he 

was murdered. The telephonic conversation was primarily related 
to a pending publication of a CULIANU article in Meridan 
Magazine, wherein, he compared the activities in Romania today to 
that of the Ku Klux Klan in the United States. This article has 
since been published in the May-June, 1991 issue of Meridan 
Magazine.

H was unable to provide any specific individual or 
organization that he thought committed the murder, but felt his 
death may have been committed as an example to the whole Romanian 
American community to curtail its democratic activities.

Nato nel 1950 a Iasi, loan P. Cou- 
liano si laureo nel 1970 a Buca- 
rest su Marsilio Ficino. Che cosa 
voglia dire crescere, sopportare 
la tirannide di un regime nei mo- 
menti cruciali dell’adolescenza, 
riuscire a finire gli studi, non cre¬ 
do di dover illustrare. 

Giunse in Italia nel 1972 con 
una borsa del governo italiano. 

Egli aveva cominciato a specializ- 
zarsi in sanscrito, sulle tracce di 
Eliade; una volta fuoruscito, si 
getto su tutte le possibility di sus- 
sidi, di borse, e riusci a trovare 
prowidenze nell’Istituto di storia 
delle religioni all’universita Cat- 
tolica di Milano. 

Cominciai allora, mentre neG 
1975 egli si rilaureava alia Catto-I 
liQa sulla ^osi, a coglierne il no-^ 
me sulle riviste di storia delle re-1 
ligioni, in alcune operette collet-|^ 
tanee. Seppi che in quello stesso 
anno aveva visitato Chicago, di- 
ventando intimo dell’anziano 
Eliade, intento allora a redigere la sua Enciclopedia 
delle religioni. 

Couliano si era stabilito in Olanda, aU’IIniversita 
di Groninga, diventando cittadino olandese. Le sue 
opere si infittirono e cominciai ad ammirarlo, la sua 
severity inflessibile mi incantava. Avvertivo il suo 
tono sconvolgente, remote: come se una gran risata 
si fosse cosi bene occultata in lui da affiorare di ra- 
do, appena accennata. Era divertito dalla follia del 
mondo? 0 era gelidamente indifferente? 0 il suo era 
uri raccapriccio perfettamente rassegnato? 

Credo che I’abbia improntato a fondo I’esperienza 
del re^me. Che sia stato stretto alia gola e costretto 
a sorridere.

Eros e magia nel Rinascimento 
(Il Saggiatore, 1988) e invece Te- 
same minuzioso d’un testo di 
Bruno finora trascurato, da cui 
emerge una dottrina politica ben 
piu radicale del machiavellismo.

a tortuosita del pensiero di Giovanni 
di Cappadocia e bene in sintonia con 
le imprevedibili contorsioni del suolo 
tuttora visibili nella sua terra nati- 
va, che per secoli ha potuto dar ri- 
cetto soltanto a cavernicoli tenebro- 
si e a neoplatonic!. Gli anni in cui vis- 
se vanno probabilmente a cadere en- 
tro I’arco della lunghissima esisten- 
za goduta dal suo compatriota Apol- 
linare di Laodicea, eresiarca ed ellenista nonche vesco- 
vo. Quest’ultimo, prima di venir condannato dal Conci- 
lio di Costantinopoli, era riuscito a tradurre le prose 
evangeliche in dialoghi platonici, i Salmi in esametri 
omerici e le vite dei Santi in cadenze eunpidee: entusia- 
smo generale. 

Giovanni di Cappadocia compare per la prima volta, 
in compagnia dei Cainiti, nel capitolo trentottesimo di 
un unico manoscritto del Panarion (o Cassetta di medi- 


cinali), opera del velenoso Epifanio, vescovo di Stami¬ 
na, nella cui adamantina ortodossia vibra ancora 1 ama- 
ra soddisfazione di aver trionfato su certe tentetrici 
giovani e belle che gli avevano mandate centre gli Stra- 

tiotici e i Fibioniti. . ^ ^ ^ ,• 

Quale rapporto ci sia con i Cainiti non e alfatto chiaro. 
Ragion per cui, con una nota insulsa, Karl Holl riesce a 
giustificare I’omissione del brano su Giovanni daU’edi- 
zione critica delle opere di Epifanio. Di Giovanni non si 
fa parola TieW AnoJcefalo/iosis (o RicwpitolcLzione). Ibn 
al-Nadim nel suo Kitab al-Fihrist lo liquida in fretta ac- 
cusandolo di traducianesimo e di propagandare la pro- 
miscuita sessuale. La sua fonte e chiaramente una cat- 
tiva traduzione di Epifanio; non rimanda a nessun te-

fosi miasmi dell’empieta si levarono a contaminare le 
sante grotte di Cappadocia, dimora un tempo dei nostri 
veneroibili e ascetici Padri, sosteneva nella sua demen- 
zachelemeditazionidelsantoApostoloPietro, diNero- 
ne I’Anticristo, di una volgare prostituta e di un ottuso 
cavemicolo (come lui!) sono id^tichefra di loro. 

Questo verme nelle cami dell’ortodossia affermava 
che I'eresia e parte della veritd e indistinguibile da es- 
sa. A questo egli giungeva pervertendo le parole dell’A- 
postolo: “E necessario che vi siano degli eretici”. Le 
dottrine di Platone e di Aristotele non sono dunque su- 
periori alle stoltezze campagnole del bifolco. Le anime 
nascono solo per pensare e si riproducono unicamente 
per riprodurre il pensiero, in modo che tutto alia fine 
sia pensato. Non vi e differenza fra gli esseri umani; 
essi non sono altro, per breve tempo, cheformiche pen- 
santi. I nomi propri dovrebbero essere aboliti e le idee 
mai preservate, poiche la conservazione e superflua. 
Questo eretico asseriva che se tutti gli scritti di Aristo¬ 
tele venissero distrutti dalfuoco egli avrebbe potuto, in 
una sola notte, riscriverli tutti e poi bruciarli di nuo- 
vo, insieme agli scritti di mille altri autori, in ragione 
della loro cosiddetta predittivitd. E la cosa spavento- 
sa, come non bastasse, b che hanno tutti ragione, I’em- 
pio con la sua bestemmia, il monaco con la sua pre- 
ghiera. Egli affermava di aver costruito una griglia 
che gli permetteva di predire tutti i possibili pensieri 
futuri, perche il mondo non e che un pensiero fra gli 
altri ed e stato creato unicamente per dare agli uomini 
I’opportunitd di pensare. Quando tutti i pensieri sa- 
ranno stati pensati, il mondo cesserd di esistere. 

Il testo prosegue insinuando che fra le nozioni favo¬ 
rite di Giovanni vi era il concetto che il tutto e il nulla 
coincidono esattamente, dato che qualsiasi idea ha il 
suo contrario e che la somma totale di tutte le idee e 
dei loro contrari e zero. Egli usava chiamare “Dio” sia 
il tutto sia la sua negazione. Di conseguenza, egli pone- 
va sullo stesso piano sia la preoccupazione contadina 
sull’eventualita di una pioggia prima di sera sia il prin- 
cipio buddista per cui ciascuno dei concetti e delle cate- 
gorie possibili ha un opposto, e quindi nessuno corri- 
sponde a verita. 

Sconosciuto a tutti gli eresiologi prima di Epifanio, 
il nostro autore dovrebbe essere vissuto intomo alia 
meta del iv secolo. Eppure Filastrio da Brescia sem- 
brerebbe gia citarlo quando attribuisce a un eretico 
anonimo il concetto che “il naso di Dio non e il naso 
dell’Egizio, ne il naso del Nubiano, ne il naso del Tra¬ 
ce, ne il naso dellTperboreo, ne la somma complessiva 
di tutti i nasi, e in effetti neppure un non-naso”. 

Quanto alia griglia summenzionata, se ne puo trova- 
re una riproduzione poco soddisfacente a pagina 272 


del libro laeula Ecclesiae Christi Cdtholiccbe di Bene¬ 
dicts a Benedictis (Venezia, 1608). Questo libro puo 
sembrare fuori posto nella mia biblioteca. L’ho com- 
prato da una libreria antiquaria sulla 57® Strada, du¬ 
rante un pomeriggio movimentato, per impressionare 
la mia collega M., essendomi reso conto che il congres- 
so della Societa per gli studi preistorici stava volgendo 
al termine. Da allora non I’ho piu vista. Vi si puo anche 
leggere una sinossi biografica di Giovanni che non bril- 
la per concisione e non cita alcima delle sue fonti. 

La griglia in se non e cosi palesemente mostruosa 
come il diagramma degli Ofiti che Origene scoperse 
nel Logos vero di Celso, ma e infinitamente piu scon- 
volgente e vertiginosa. Funziona apparentemente pri¬ 
ma appaiando e poi distruggendo i concetti in una suc- 
cessione di scelte. Somiglia un poco a un carciofo le cui 
foglie si perpetuano all’infinito man mano che si ri- 
traggono verso il centro. Da un altro punto di vista, e 
come se ciascuna persona fosse una foglia che aggan- 
ciandosi a tutte le altre forma la struttura del dia¬ 
gramma. Il centro e inscrutabile; in esso convergono 
tutti i mondi che furono (o non furono) e tutti quelli che 
saranno (o non saranno), e il caos equivale drordine 
perfetto. (Questa contrazione dello spazio ricorda la si- 
militudine dell’arcieretico Giovanni di Lugio: Dio e co¬ 
me una tavola imbandita nel mezzo di una stanza, cari- 
ca di tutte le delizie possibili. Bramosi di degusterle, 
cerchiamo di awicinarci, ma a ogni passo ci facciamo 
piu piccoli e siamo ridotti al niente prima di averla rag- 
giunta. Nazario di Concorezzo paragonava Dio a una 
fune: quando si tenta di afferrarla, svanisce nel nulla.) 

Come Jean-Paul Sartre nei suoi saggi demitizzanti, 
I’autore della Vita fa derivare le teorie di Giovanni da 
talime circostanze biografiche. D’umile famiglia, egli 
era stato assunto in qualita di raccoglitore d’uova nella 
tenuta deWagoranomos Apostolo Atanatide. Fu il De- 
monio, non gia la Vergine Maria (come sosteneva lui), 
a mettergli in cuore un’ardentissima sete di sapere. La 
fulva concubina di Apostolo gli aveva insegnato due 
lettere dell’alfabeto durante un pomeriggio noioso: di 
conseguenza, egli scoperse di poter leggere perfetta- 
mente il primo libro che gli capito fra le mani. 

Poco interessato alia cultura, Va^goranomos lasciava 
marcire in un seminterrato certi volumi da lui eredita- 
ti. Sotto lo sguardo pudico della notte, con il cuore in 
gola per la scorrettezza dell’azione, Giovanni usava ca- 
larsi furtivamente nel seminterrato attraverso un bu- 
co privo di qualsiasi funzione. Tremando d’angoscia 
(aveva visto il padrone troncare la mano a un ladro) il 
raccoglitore d’uova raccattava un libro a caso, usciva 
per la stessa strada da cui era venuto (eadem via sur- 
sum et deorsum, commenta sprezzantemente I’eresio- 
logo adoperando ima frase attribuita a Eraclito I’Oscu- 
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ro) e se ne tornava nel suo alloggio fra gli occasionali 
gorgoglii delle chiocce assopite. Ivi soleva leggere 
frettolosamente il volume stando attento al sorgere 
dell’alba. La notte successiva rimetteva a posto il libro 
vecchio e ne prendeva uno nuovo (mai piu di uno, poi- 
che temeva che I’eventuale castigo sarebbe stato m di- 
retta proporzione al numero dei volumi mancanti). 

La lettura di ciascuna notte era frutto del caso e di 
alcune circostanze restrittive: la quantita dei hbri, la 
loro natura, I’ordine in cui erano collocati. Giovanni 
non faceva distinzione fra libri gi& letti e libn ancora 
da leggere. Pid volte gli capitava di portar via il mede- 
simo volume e di rileggerlo diligentemente: ayeva fat- 
to la scoperta che non si legge mai due volte lo stesso 
libro. Con le opere piu voluminose gli succedeva spes- 
so di leggere prima la terza parte, mag^ quiche m- 
tra parte dopo alcuni mesi, e I’inizio mai: vuoi perche 
in effetti mancava, vuoi perche non ci inciampaya mai. 
Conosceva a memoria (senza comprenderli) gli ultira 
due libri dell’Odissea prima di riuscire a scopnre da 
dove arrivava Ulisse quando ritomo a Itaca sotto men- 
tite spoglie, e quanto al “Pelide Achille”, per Im rima- 
se sempre un illustre sconosciuto. Fra il xxil e ll 
libro dell’Odissea potevano passargli sotto gh occhi un 
poema astrologico di Arato, una copia incompleta deb 
la Geografia di Strabone, le ricette mediche del veten- 
nario Gargilio Marziale, una copia della teona musica- 
le di Gaudenzio piena di svarioni che nessuno ayeva 
mai notato, parte del libro sulVAsia di Ecateo di Mileto 
frammischiata in modo inestricabile con alcum capitoli 
della Genealogia del medesimo autore, di nuovo le n- 
cette di Gargilio, che questa.volta.svelarono ultenon 
meraviglie, in particolare sulla funzione digestiya delie 
albicocche, I’audace Apologia di Origene scntba da 
Panfilo, nascosta sul retro della Cronaca di Eusebm, 
una lista dei bordelli di Alessandria con nomi e tariffe 
di 210 prostitute, un lungo poema in esametn sm brut- 
ti tiri che ruffiani e sgualdrine possono giocare ai fore- 
stieri di passaggio, la versione ridotta del canone neo- 
testamentario di Marcione di Sinope, la versione ^eca 
del Vecchio Testamento apocrifi inclusi, di cm egli riu- 
sci a leggere la Genesi e parte deWEsodo, nella speran- 
za di potere un giorno conoscere il resto, le ricette di 
Gargilio per la terza volta, cosa che gli diede modo di 
notare che le sapeva quasi a memoria senza capirci 
niente i registri contabili della tenuta sotto il propne- 
tario precedente (e qui, se costui non mentiva, saltava 
fuori che Apostolo era un pessimo amministratore), il 
Panarete attribuito a Ermete Trismegisto, im trattato 
sull’arte del respiro scritto da un certo Archigene che 
era nato ad Apamea di Siria ma esercitava a Roma un 
libro bianco, le ricette di Gargilio per la quarta volte, 
che miracolosamente gli permisero di curare un di- 
sturbo alio stomaco con I’aiuto di una composte di me- 
le di nuovo un libro bianco, in tutto simile al preceden¬ 
te fatta eccezione per una grossa macchia apparente- 
mente prodotte da un tuorlo d’uovo, una refutezione 
del metodo di Archigene scritte da Galeno, un breve 
trattato sull’allevamento dei cammelli (per quanto 
Giovanni non avesse piu familiarita con i cammelli che 
con Ulisse), i consigli di Garghio per una giomate au- 
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tunnale piovosa qualora insorgessero malinconie e 
istinti suicidi, e in conclusione il xrv libro deirOdissea, 
che Giovanni a tutta prima non riconobbe. 

Quando piu tardi si fece monaco, il nostro autore de 
pure aver ricevuto quella che noi oggi chiamerem 
mo un’educazione regolare; nonostante il carattere 
fortemente asseverativo, per non dire dogma,tico, di 
quest’ultima (o forse proprio a causa di esso), i difetti 
acquisiti nella sua giovinezza si sarebbero dimostrati 
irreversibili. Gia nelle sue primissime opere egli tende 
a trattare le persone come se fossero parti di un libro, 
e a presupporre che I’ordine in cui si presentano non 
sia mai quello giusto; in altre parole, npn e possibile 
comprendere quello che viene prima se gia non si cono 
see quello che viene dopo, per quanto in certi casi an 
che questo non sia di grande aiuto. Il capitolo scritto 
nella mente dell’Apostolo Pietro (Giovanni adoperava 
il verbo “scrivere” come se i pensieri umani fossero 
stampati in etemo su qualche sorta di sostanza; se non 
mi sbaglio e una specidazione discendente da m prin- 
cipio medico e aristotelico) va messo in rapporto wn 
altri capitoli scritti migliaia di anni prima, o magari do 
po, 0 magari mai; potrebbe anche starsene li per sem ^ 
pre in solitaria attesa del compagno mancante. Non ha | 
niente a che vedere con Gesu Cristo, suo fratello Gia- 
como, Gerusalemme, il conflitto con Pa.olo a cui que- 
st’ultimo allude nella Lettera ai Galdti, i pesci o il ma¬ 
re di Tiberiade. Gli altri capitoli dello stesso “libro 
(vale a dire gli altri intelletti affaccendati sulla medesi 
ma trama) possono essere stati scritti (o non scritti) m 
qualsivoglia momento dalla ballerina di un bordello di 
Aleppo, da un teppista con tre file di denti, da un uomo 
delle caveme. 

Dopo aver formulate quest! e altri convincimenti in 
alcuni trattati occasional! che sembprono ortodossi 
persino a san Gerolamo, Giovanni fini con 1 affermare 
che i pensieri sconnessi delle varie persone altro non 
che la meditazione ininterrotta di Dio stesso. Ne- 
gli esseri umani quest! frammenti si presentano nella 
sequenza sbagliata, ma I’unico mode per conoscere 
Dio (ah, che teoria mostruosa, che teoria abomineyo- 
le!), si, proprio I’unico mode, e di rimetterli in ordine 
uno dopo I’altro, sforzandosi di accostare le idee fra di 
loro completamente alia cieca e senza indizi, poiche 
non e possibile penetrare i recessi di una mente che 
non ti si rivela in alcun mode — per non parlare di 
quelle menti appartenute a persone scomparse da tern 
po, 0 solo ipoteticamente a venire! 

Non sembra, a ogni modo, che Giovanni abbia appre 
so tutto cio per esperienza mistica, o per un’esperienza 
qualsivoglia; si limito ad avanzare quest’assm*da tesi 
secondo la quale i pensieri di tutti gli uomini (i miei 
quelli di sant’Agostino, di Einstein, del lattaio) si eqm 
varrebbero qualitativamente e quantitativamente, tut 
ti essendo particelle della riflessione divina dissemina 
ti in modo caotico attraverso il mondo, senz’altra rego 
la che I’insondabile volonta divina, che in essi e rac 
chiusa. Naturalmente, prosegue Giovanni, molti pen 
sieri si sovrappongono, altri oltrepassano i confini spa 
ziali e temporal!, altri ancora si ripetono in eterno, ta 
luni sono troppo spaventosi per essere formulati piu di 
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una volta, taluni capitano solo nei giomi di nebbm, ta 
luni soltanto a cavallo di una giumente rossiccia. E tut 
tavia, generalmente parlando, i pensieri umani iwn so 
no che frammenti di un rompicapo univerple troppo 
complicato per essere compreso dal singolo, o anche 
dall’universalita degli esseri umani. PCTche soltanto 
Dio conosce la logica in base alia quale Egh ha deciso 
di farsi disperdere, la sequenza che improwisamente 
si rivelera finita quando tutti i pension verrann^ecu 
perati dall’oceano del tempo e combaceranno perfetta 
mente nell’Unico, vero, esplosivo messaggio finale 


Non si sa nulla della morte di Giovanni di Cappado¬ 
cia ma nel iv secolo si poteva ancora essere un eretico 
e riuscire a farla franca. Se non vado errato fu Pnscil- 
liano di Avila il primo buon cristiano a essere assassi¬ 
nate da confratelli, nel 380, replicando ancora una vol¬ 
ta r etemo dramma di Gesu-Capro-Espiatono, e tc- 
nendo ricordato nei secoli, sempre come Gesu, sotto 
falso nome per una tomba miracolosa, che divenne il 
trafficatissimo santuario di Santiago de Compostela. 
Ouest’idea mi e venuta cosi, aU’improwiso, e lo non 
sapro mai cosa I’ha fatta nascere, se un mistenoso 
meccanismo del mio cervello o ma cospirazione (hyi- 
na come suggerisce Giovanni di Cappadocia. DaU in- 
temo della cavema non e possibile vedere altro. Per- 
cepisco d’un tratto tutta la minacciosita di questa not- 
te rumorosa che mi scruta dalla finestra e interrompo 
queste righe, superflue come ogni altra cosa, eppure 
parti di un tutto di cui nulla, neppure la fine della mia 
esistenza, potrebbe rivelarmi la sequenza segreta.

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In religious studies'jlfrTs^st known for his study of archaic and 
primitive religions, and for his theories in the interpretation of myths, 
in particular myths of the origin. Although often considered a historian, 
he advocated an antihistorical approach to the study of religion, based 
on intuition and imagination, or what he called his "creative.hermeneutics . 
His romantic approach to the study of religion led him to believe that the 
modern and desacralized society could return to its paradisical orig.ins 
and primordial sources from before history, through an escape from 
modern civilization. By doing so, modern society would be able to 
rediscover the sacred. History of religions, conceived.by him as a 
saving discipline, was integrated into his broader vision of the 
New Humanism, the savior of mankind and the worlcf. 


Mircea Eliade was born in Romania 


and was raised in the 


atmosphere of Romanian traditionalism. The Romanian traditionalists, 
philosophers, sociologists, theologians, poets, artists and literary 
critics, stood in opposition to.the rationalist movement influenced 
by the French Enlightenment. The latter favored the influence of 
Western — that is, French — civilization on Romanian culture^ 

Whi le the former looked for models for the development of Romania 
in Eastern culture, in the archaic mentality, in the autochthonous 
ethnic past, and in the primordial world. The debate between these 
two groups was known as the debate between East and West, Traditionalism 
and Modernism, and alternatively, between culture and civilization, or 
matter versus spirit. Culture was identified with a world that was 
agricultural, archaic, primordialj^^stern. Civilization was identified 
with a society that was modern, desacralized, industrialized, democratic, 
parliamentary, rational, materialistic, positivistic, m a word, the West. 
The traditionalists believed that the return to the East represented 
a return to archaic and pure spiritual roots and a rejection of modern 
Western civilization, desacralized and corrupted by industry, materialism.

In Romania, the conflict between culture and civilization was at 
the core of anti-Semitism, which in the beginning was economic, ethnic, 
and social rather than religious in nature. The Romanian traditionalists, 
much like their German and Italian counterparts by whom they were profoundly 
affected, identified the Jews with rationalism, positivism. Communism, 
materialism, commerce, democracy, and the economical and political 
corruption of the city. However, by the 1930s, anti-Semitism of a social, 
ethnic and economic origin blended with anti-Semitism based on religion 
and race. _ 

The Romanian traditionalists were convinced of the purity of the 
Romanian race and of the continuity of the Romanian nation with the 
spirit of their ancestors, the Dacians and the Thracians, whose religion 
they claimed, was close to Christianity. Nationalism became equivalent 
to Orthodox Christianity, and the pure ethnic origins of the Romanians. 

This equation was reinforced by the mystical theory of "Thracism' *. as 
developed by Vasile Parvan, who maintained that in Romanian lands 
Christianity was naturally integrated, without conversion, because the 
religion of the Dacians (the ancient Thracians) was a sort of cosmic 
Christianity. The belief in the god Zalmoxis implied the idea of 
monotheism, the Immortality of the soul, and the mystique of death and 
resurrection. Orthodox Christianity advocated by Romanian traditionalists, 
unlike Western Christianity, was an ahistorical religion. The theories 
concerning the Dacians and the Thracians also implied the idea of 
territorial expansion and the dream of Greater Romania(see Eliade, Zalmox is 
the Vanishing God ). The notion of life after death held a particular 
fascination for the young people of Romania, convinced as they were 
of the purity of the Romanian race and the continuity of the Romanian 
nation through the spirit of their ancestors. Consequently, they regarded 
Orthodox Christianity, archaic peasant values and nationalism as inse¬ 
parable. Romania was only for the Romanians, and being Romanian was 




synonytnous of being Orthodox Christian. However, the traditionalists 
believed that a pure spirituality was preserved not only in Romania's 
archaic past, but also in the Orient, especially in India, the land of 
pure Aryans. India and the archaic mentality were exalted not only by 
German indologists, but also by many Romanian traditionalists whom 
El lade admired and whose philosophies he wished to perpetuate. 


The interest in peasant mentality and the cult of the ancestors 
generated an increasing intellectual fascination for race, protohistory, 

and myths of the origin^. 

Founded inJ927 by Corneliu Zelea Codreanu, Romania's nationalist, 
mystico-religious and Fascist movement, the Iron Guard, was rooted in 
the anti-Semitic student movements lead by Codreanu and others between 
1919 and 1927. The major aim of the movement was to eliminate the Oews 
from Romania. In order to achieve this goal the movement had to fight 
the political parties, the government and its politicians, and all others 
who allowed Jewish cultural, political, social and economic life to exist 
on Romanian land. Born in order to crush the "Jewish hydra" from Romania, 
the Guardists called for international cooperation, to find a final 
solution to the Jewish problem. Codreanu identified 


Judaism with Connunism, materialism, democracy, Freemasonery,,. 

We thought to accomplish; ... our deto xification, namely 
the elimination of Judaism that was introduced in our 
thinking through books in schools, literature, 
through lectures, theater and cinematography. ...in Romania, 
Fascism could only mean the elimination of the dangers 
threatening the Romanian people, namely, 

Jewish threat and the opening of a free way to and 
glory. ... Judaism has become the master of the world 
through Hasonery, and in Russia through ...In 

our country it will have to be eradicated through what 
it has there: Jews, communists, masons. ... .. 

Germany Hitler won against the Judeo-masonic 
entire world. The German people, with 
determination and unity, fought and put down the Juda c 
power. ... we, too, must solve this Jewish problem. 

The Legion (or the Guard) saw itself as a spiritual movement, but 
Iso as a military order, a sort of cor 'raternity and a school of moral 





C5afeanu claimed his movement spiritual and religious, rather than 
political in the conventional sense. He stated that the Legion "has 
its ■ foundations rooted in the principle of love"? Moreover, he 
called for the creation of a new man, a sort of elite, alone capable 
of redeeming Romania. The messianic message of the Romanian Iron Guard 
was not limited however to Romania alone, as they believed they were the 
saviors of European culture.Their mystical nationalism was to become a 
universal form of salvation through its Christian message. 

In 1931, the year Eliade returned from India, Codreanu registered 
the Legionary movement for the elections. He won a place in the parliament, 
where he had the opportunity to make several public proposals against 
democracy and the Jews, With the 1932 elections he again won a 
the parliament and once more demanded the expulsion of the Oews 
movement grew stronger, so did its acts of violence and crimes. The 
movement gained popularity among the young Romanian Christian intellectuals. 

Together with his circle of friends fUT m i 

connected also with Codreanu, Eliade intensified 
his own political involvement through propaganda articles in the overall 
newspapers, lectures and conferences. From 1933 to T936 Romanian 
administrative laws were instituted restricting the social, political, 
cultural, religious and artistic life of the Jews-who , were considered 
foreigners on Ro^enian land,. During this ti.e Eiiade. who was enjoying 

the prestige of a popular writer, was actively endorsing and promoting ,' 
the anti-Semitic laws which were being implemented. ~~ 

Eliade actually argued that the country can no longer continue to 
be "colonized" by the Jews, on the contrary, the nation should get rid 
of them, and proposed to regenerate the nation by a "substantial 

t 

nourishment", which plainly implied a national purification.

It is significant the fact that Moses Gaster 
makes his debut in the review of the anti-Semitic 
Hajdeu . As significant as the fact that the only 
teaching assistant whom Hajdeu had chosen was 

I^zar Saineanu , an erudlt Jew-But we do not know 

whether the great antl-Semit really rejoiced from the 
expulsion of his rival...On the other hand,, to mention 
it only in passage, I do not know if a Jewish banker or 
land owner has been expulsed in the period between 
1870-1916. However, three great Jewish scholars have 
been forced to leave: Gaster, Saineanu and Tiktin. 

All of them acquired an european renoun. And 
during the years when we received in the country 
galician merchants [Jewish merchants from Galicia] 
we got rid of three capacities of european caliber.

The lack of interest in history is increasing more 
. and more in the twentieth century... 

From here came the passion of today's elite for 
protohistory,-races, religions, mythologies, symbols. 

The nineteenth century was the most obscure century 
that European culture ever knew. ...Tradition is sought 
not in the Middle Ages but in the origins of the race, in 
tlse beginning of nations.,..The past is not, valued because 

ft represents history but because it represents origins. 
But the protohistory grants us equality with the German 
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Is more valuable than deciphering a medieval manuscript. 

It is not such a great "glory" any more to be a creator 
of history. It is much more valuable to belong to a race 
with an established origin. This is the spiritual 
phenomenon which is shaped in Europe, and I must confess 
that it fits perfectly the case of Romania. ... our interest 
in history needs to be corrected by urgently promoting 
anthropological-geographical studies, prehistory, 
protohistory and ..folklore. 

Contemporary racism and its biological implications 
(nudism, blood purity, sport as a means of strength) 
corresponds to the romantic interest in "primitive 
people"., who are considered pure people, simple, 
non-sophisticated and not sickened by civilization. ... 

The problem and the research of races should be an 
exercise much loved by critics such as Mihail Sebastian 
[a Oewish writer]...The study of the races dissociates 
the mixtures within the same conmunity, tries to 
establish their physionomy, their historical centers, 
the force that constitutes them ...A mind preoccupied 
with literary criticism should, almost compulsory, be 
concerned with the problem of,-races. 

Eliade's preoccupation with pure races went hand in hand with his 
interest in Yoga and German indology. Diirihg 193A-1937. he traveled several 
times to Germany where he was also able to up-date his research on Yoga, 
following the principles of German indology. In the meantime the Iron Guard, 
in spite of its increased popularity, faced a powerful opposition from King 
Carol II, who did not wish to compete with Codreanu's movement. 


. Ironically, the pro-Nazi dictatorship of King Carol II, whose 
anti-Semitic legislation restricted Jewish social, cultural, political and 
religious life, ended up crushing Codreanu's Legion of the Archangel Michael. 

Eliade's invlovement with the Iron Guard, his support of it through 
his writings,personal contacts with Codreanu and association with lonescu, 
caused him to be arrested in 1938. Sent together with other legionary 
friends - ujmi- 1 r. the legionary camp at Miercurea Ciuc, 


Eliade was saved by a series of fortunate circumstances.

Around 1940, King Carol invited the Iron Guard and other 
Fascist groups to join his government. Constantin Giurescu, the minister of 
propaganda v/ho congratulated the King for having accomplished in • 

Romania what the Fuhrer achieved in Germany, arranged for Eliade to be 
sent abroad. 

On March 1940 Eliade left Romania to join the Romanian Legation 
in London. Although the inclusion of hi s'name among those of.-the 
Romanian Legation in London raised the objection of the Briitish Foreign 
Office because of Eliade's acknowledged Iron Guard activities, Eliade 
was able, however, to be unofficially attached to the L^ation. Hpwas 
described by Sir G. Thomas,-40 his letter to Hr. W.6.Mhl^"”as-^ -

student of Nae lonescu and a school teacher) as the commandant of the 
Legionary movement and Vice-President of the Council of'Ministers.''"''

With the increasing tension between England and Roroania's~^plomatic’ 
relations (the diplomatic relations between the two countries broke only 

a few months later), in September, Eliade v/as evacuated to.Oxford, while 
awaiting a new post. In spite of numerous efforts made on his behalf to be 
allowed to leave, Eliade was retained in England because of his political 
activities on behalf of the Iron Guard and also probablyjjf"^azi Germany. 
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A report on his activities in the UK by British Intelligence, clearly 

indicates that he was" a threat to the security of Great Britain: 

El lade Is one of six Romanians who constituted a 
Black List which we have been endeavouring to complete 
since the Romanian crisis, started. He is an Iron 
Guardi St, and on more than one occasion he has 
been reported to us as being likely to work for 
the Germans. ... and we hear that he has threatened 
those of his colleagues who are either wavering or 
likely to declare themselves against the new regime. ... , 

Eliade is an undesirable person and would do us harm 
if he were to be let out of the country. It may, however, 
be more difficult to prevent him going (except by 
administrative delays) if the Roumanian Legation, notify 
us officially, as they will, that he has been appointed 
Press Attach^ at Lisbon. 13 

In the meantime, with the installatign of the new regime in Romania,- 
Eliade openly showed his Nazi sympathies, as revealed in this British 
Intelligence report. 

The most Nazi member of the Legation, who is a supporter, 
of the Iron Guard, Monsieur Eliade, has come out in the 
open and has* sent a telegram to Bucharest asking that he 
be placed in charge of the Press and Propaganda Department 
of the Legation in place of Monsieur Diamanchescu. whom he 
denounced in his telegram as Anglophile and anti Iron Guard. 
Eliade added to his message the Romanian equivalent of 
”Heil Hitler*'. He is anxious for the above appointment, as 
it carries with it diplomatic privilegies, including the 
right to leave the country without an exit permit.14 

By then Eliade's efforts in denouncing his colleagues bore fruits, for 

he was appointed Press and Propaganda Attache^of the new Romanian regime 

in Lisbon (and not Cultural Secretary as he officially stated). However, 

in spite of his now diplomatic status in Portugal, Eliade's departure 

from England proved to be more difficult than his arrival. Again, the:

his later interest, as a historian of religion, in mythology, myths,

It is the fundamental dualism between culture and civilization that forms 
the basis of the fundamental distinction established by Eliade between 
traditional religions (primitive and archaic religions) on the one hand, 
and tistorical religions (Judaism,Christianity and Islam) on the other. 
Howe/er, the cosmic Orthodox Christianity advocated by Eliade was unlike 
Western Christianity: an ahistorical religion; it was a brand of Christianity

that ignored history. 


Eliade endeavored to impose a certain ideology, a certain political 
attitude which he called "spiritual" and "apolitical" in the conventional 
way, but which, nevertheless, was able to provide a soteriological 
solution to socio-economic crisis. After the war, history of religions 
rather than Opthodox Christianity became for him a universal form of 


salvation. . * 

For in the end, Eliade was seeking, together 

With the Legion of the Archangel Michaefr^ot only to find his oen salvation 

not only to save the Romanian nation, hut to save all of Europe through 

a new Christian reform. This vie. h,„„ to explain his later theological 
rather than historical approach to the history of religions. 






Eliade’s charge of collaboration with the Iron Guard and with Romania’s 
Nazi governments is reinforced by his subsequent silence about his past, 
his statements and his actions, in a deliberate effort to conceal it in 
Interviews, Autobiography , and official biographies. It is only posthumously 
that Eliade laments (rather'than condoning) the crushing of the Iron Guard, 


which, according to him was""the only Romanian political movement which took

seriously Christianity and^the Church" , still agreeing with Codreanu. 
who would have claimed that'^the Iron Guard "did not constitute a political 


phenomenon but was in essence, ethical and religious".^^ 

Eliade's unwillingness to take resposiiility for his mature actions

and. statements, to acknowledge publicly the evil he so zealously promoted, 

I il i 

and hence to repudiate his past, compromise forever Eliade's scholarly_ 

prestige. They leave a d1sturbj_ng mark on his integrity, and at the same 

time put his scholarly cont|ibution into a wider perspective: that of 
European Fascism.and conservative ideas. In the end, we must affirm without 
reservation that history does indeed matter.
